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SUICIDE OF KING LUDWIG 


THE DEPOSED MONARCH JUMPS 
INTO STARNBERG LAKE. 

@IS ATTENDING PHYSICIAN DROWNED IN AN 
EFFORT TO SAVE HIM—OTTO TO BE 
KING, WITH LUITPOLD AS REGENT. 

Monicu, June 14.—Ludwig IL, the re- 
tently deposed King of Bavaria, committed 
tuicide at 6 o’clock last evening. He had gone 
out for a promenade in the park of the Berg 
Dastle, accompanied by Dr. Gudden, his physi- 
tian. The King suddenly threw himself into 
Starnberg Lake and was drowned. The physi- 
tian jumped into the water to rescue the King 
and was also drowned. 

The medical commission which examined the 
late King Ludwig report that he had ordered the 
members of the Ministerial deputation, headed 
by Count Holstein, who called upon him to pro- 
cure his consent to a Regency, to be flogged un- 
tilthey bled, and then to have their eyes ex- 
tracted. Before his death the belief was spread- 
ing ameng the common people of Bavaria that 
the King’s deposition was illegal. The people 
did not believe he was insane. Precautions had 
been taken to prevent the populace from rising 
to restore the King. 

The watch worn by King Ludwig, and which 
was on his person when his corpse was recovered 
from the lake, had stopped at 6:54 o’clock last 
evening. Dr. Mueller and Hubert, the King’s 
steward, had the bodies of Ludwig and Dr. Gua- 
den conveyed to the Berg Castle and placed on 
beds. Although there was neither any percepti- 
ble respiration nor pulse movement in either 
body, Dr. Mueller and his assistants of the am- 
bulance corps attempted to restore animation in 
both, and only ceased their efforts at resuscita- 
tion at midnight, when life was pronounced ex- 
tinct in both cases. 

The police have issued the following bulletin: 
“The King quietly submitted to the advice of 
the medical commission and left for Berg Castle. 
Last evening his Majesty went out for a walk in 
the park in company with Dr. Gudden. Their 
prolonged absence caused anxiety at the castle. 
The park and the shores of Lake Starnberg were 


searched. The bodies of the King and Dr. Gud- 
den were found in the water. Both showed 
slight signs of animation. Efforts to restore life, 
however, were unavailing.” 

There are evidences that a violent struggle oc- 
curred in the lake between the King and Dr. 
Gudden in the endeavor of the latter to rescue 
his patient. Many footprints can be seen in the 
soil at the bottom of the lake near where the 
bodies were found, and there are several bruises 
on Dr. Gudden’s face, which were probably 
made by the King’s finger nails. The marks 
consist of two large and two small scratches on 
the right side of the nose and forehead. These 
signs show beyond doubt that a struggle took 
piace. The hing before plunging into the lake 
divested himself of his two coats, which were 
found on the bank and led to the discovery of 
the bodies. 

Ludwig promenaded yesterday morning and 

quietly conversed witn his attendant on a bench 
in Deer Park near a point of the lake where a 
placard is posted forbidding persons to land. 
Ludwig and Dr. Gudden dined together in the 
evening. The King was composed in demeanor. 
He ate rapidly, finishing the mea! in half an 
hour. Afterward the Kine andthe physician 
lett the castle together. The attendants were 
ordered to remain in the castle. At 11 o'clock 
the two bodies were found inthe lake 50 paces 
from the shore iu 5 feet of water, near the bench 
upon which the two sat inthe morning. Dr. 
Gudden must have been forced beneath the 
water durivg the struggle, as the King’s foot- 
marks were traced further than the doctor’s. 
The dead King’s finger nails exactly fit the 
scratches on Dr. Gudden’‘s face. 
" King Ludwig’s suicide has cast a deep gloom 
over Munich. Nowit is seen plainly that the 
people were deeply attached to the King, and 
evidences are everywhere manifest of the popu- 
jar sorrow caused by his tragic death. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the Generals of the 
Bavarian Army met and took the oath of sile- 
giance to King Luuwig’s brother Otto, who at 
once assumes the title of King under the name 
of Otto L. Heis3 years younger than Ludwig, 
baving been born April 27,1848. Otto, however, 
will be simply nominal King, as he is mentally 
incapable of governing, ana Prince Luitpoid, his 
uncle, will remain Regent... The Generals of the 
army have taken the oath of allegiance to Prince 
Luitpoid as Regent. The Bavarian troops took 
oaths similar to those sworn by the Generals. 

A proclamation has been issued “in the name 
of the King, the roya! house and its people who 
through good and evilfortune have remained 
faithful.” The proclamation says: ** This house 
has sustained a severe stroke of destiny. By 
God’s inscrutable decree King Louis has de- 
parted this life. By his decease, which has 
plunged Bavaria into grievous sorrow, the king- 
dom has passed, in pursuance of the Constitu- 
tion, to our well beloved nephew Otto. As 
be, by a long standing malady, is pre- 
vented from governing himself, we, the near- 
est agnate, will administer the Government 
in behalf of Otto. We summon Bavarians will- 
ingly and dutifully to acknowledge Otto as the 
rightful sovereign, and to tender to him and to 
us as Regent inviolable Joyality and unswerving 
obedience. We command all Officials to dis- 

~ charge their functions as heretofore until they 
receive more precise orders.” The proclamation 
is signed ** Luitpoia,” and is countersigned by 
Baron von Lutz, the President of the Council, 
and by the rest of the Cabinet Ministers. 

In asworn deposition, dated June &, the four 
physicians who examined Ludwig unanimously 
declared that Ludwig was gravely deranged, his 
affection taking the form* known to lunacy ex- 
perts as parancea, which is incurable; that 
further decay was certain; that the malady ab- 
solutely deprived the King of free volition, and 
that itwould prevent his governing for the re- 
mainder of his life. This deposition was signea 
by Drs. Gudden, Hagen, Grashey, and Hubrich. 

An hour before his death Dr. Gudaen sent the 
foliowing telegram to Baron von Lutz: “ Drs, 
Hagen and Hubrich have been summoned for 
Tuesday at 9 A. M. to give an opinion respecting 
Prince Otto. They will probaply be abie to give 
their decision on Tuesday evening. Here all is 
going wonderfully weil. A personal examina- 
tion, I may add, has only confirmed my written 
opinion.” 

The church bells have been sending forth 
mutftied peals throughout the day. Excited and 
sorrowing crowds of people thronged the streets 
despite the heavy rain that has been falling. 
Thousands of citizens surrounded the palace 
awaiting the issue of proclamations in regard to 
the succession to the throne. Herren Crails- 
heim, Faeustie, and Von Riedel, Ministers of 
State, have zone to Berg Castle to prepare offi- 
cial minutes recording the circumstances in con- 
nection with the King’s death and the discovery 
of his body. The churches of the city have 
been crowaei all dav. The town is draped in 
mourning. The troops were heid within their 
barracks to-day. 

The’ body of King Ludwig arrived here this 
evening and was deposited in the Marter Kapelle. 
Prof. Ruedinger will hold a post-mortem exam- 
ination to-morrow. ‘lhe funerai will probably 
take place on Saturday. 

The Allgemeine Zeitung says that it is impos- 
eible, without a violation of the respect due the 
dead King, to publish the particulars of his 
malady. It appeais to the Uitramontane press 
to deter judgment, and says that the Diet will 
not embitter the situation needlessly. 


Louis II., to use the expression of a French 
writer, belonged to the same family as the violet. 
He concealed himself from the public gaze and 
shunned the light of day. His out-of-door 
exercise was taken by night, with his horses 
driven at their topmost speed. An outrider 
galloped 20 paces ahead of him, torch in 
hand. The wheels of the royal vehicle had 
india rubber tires, and as it rolled past swiftly 
and noiselessly it suggested the progress of a 
phantom rout. The occupant of the carriage 
was, in truth, no ordinary King. He came 
into the world too soon or too late. Standing in 
aland bristling with bayonets he reminded an 
imaginative observer of a bird of paradise astray 
in the Black Forest. One could only picture 
him to one’s self satisfactorily 1n a starlit “set 
scene,” to the strains of Wagner’s music, and 
with a Gothic dungeon, a cascade, some tame 
stags, and many white statues smiling from half- 
revealing draperies of foliage in the background. 
It may be said that Bavaria tock *‘m out of a 
fairy tale to reign over its citizens. 

The deac King was born at Nymphenburg, 
ang icé the castle of nymphs, in 184). Nymphen- 
burg, three miles distant from Munich, is a 
splendid castle, surrounded by a park more 
splendia still. It was the favorite resort of the 
sovereign’s father, Maximilian II., who toox the 
reins of Government in 1848 through the abdica- 
tion of Louis I., Lola Montez’s * protector.” 
Maximilian was uot at alia bad Prince, and 


his reign was paved, like the nether 
world of the saying, witn good inten- 
tions. Unfortunately, he never knew his 
own mind. Sometimes he welcomed liberation, 
and then again he spurned it; he was often 
friendly to Prussie, and suddenly nis friendship 
would change to bostility. He was, in fact, ver- 
satility personified. Touis II. inherited from his 
father an utter lack of decision. Having ex- 
tended the band of fcllowship to greet Prussia, 
he ever and anon withdrew it as if 1t had touched 


a hot iron. When he offended Catholicism he 
hastened to make amends for his conduct 
by donating pictures or chandcliers to. the 
churches. He was as shy as an “un- 
broken horse. He never consented to meet 
the Emperor William, lest his degradation to the 
condition of a vassal should be given too great 
importance and pers € in Berlin, and for 
many years he piayed hide and go seek with 
Barbarussa's descendant. More than once the 
official organs of North Germany proclaimed 
thatthe Kuédive of Munich was making ready 
to do homage to the Sultan of Berlin. The an- 
nouncement, however, was always followed by 
a contradiction, for Louis II., when the hour of 
departure for the capital drew nigh, clandes- 
tinely quitted his abode end sought refuge in 
the mountains, 

He was very fond of these untimely escapades, 
which recalled the mysterious disappearances of 
the stage. The Ministers were often in complete 
ignorance of his whereabouts for a fortnight. 
In 1873 they had to set out in pursuit of their 
ruler under pressure of most important affairs. 
‘rhe King had started on horseback to ride down 
into Italy, through the Tyrol, and the Cabinet 
galloped two days and two nights before its 
members caught up with him. In the montn 
of August, 1874, great excitement prevailed 
in Munich; the King had vanished. No 
one could say whither he had gone. The 
ancient gossips of the metropolis vowed that 
Count Bismarck haa had him sewed in a bag and 
thrown into the Spree. ‘Two or three days 
went by and public uneasiness bad reached its 
highest point, when it became known that the 
Paris newspapers had registered a certain Count 
de Berg, who waa stopping atthe German Em- 
bassy. Then people breathed more freely, for 
everybody was aware that none but King Louis 
could be the bearer of this name, which was 
that of one of his castles. In 1875 he was missed 
anew and turned up at Rheims, having decided 
to visit the cathedral on St. Louis’s saint’s day. 

No thirst for martial glory tormented his art- 
loving soul. As a Parisian wit put it, he was 
always prudent enough to confine himself to 
accompanying his soldiers—on the piano. In 
1866, wnen Bavarian blood reddened the soil of 
Kissingen, and the fate of South Germany 
trembled in the balance at Sadowa, he was in- 
haling the balmy airof the forest, on the banks 
of Lake Starenberg. where no thunderous 
artillery broke in upon his repose. At night 
he drifted about in a shallop, and the long 
afternoons were whiled away in woodland 
strolls. When Minister von der Pfordten ap- 
peared at the castle to advise him that the battle 
was lost, that Nuremberg was taken, and that 
the Prussian forces were advancing on Munich, 
he founa the King attired as Tristan. Louis II. 
indulged in some mild lamentation over these 
events, but he speedily found consolation in the 
interpretation of a song of Schubert’s. 

Politics were his bugbear, and he sought relief 
from them in HKichard Wagner and his works. 
Frau Cosima von Biilow, wife of the King’s 
piano teacher, shared the admiration telt for the 
composer by ber husband and ber father, Franz 
Liszt. She was the priestess who converted him 
to believe inthe music of the future. Louis IL. 
began by offering an asylum to the musician, 
and enjoyed a daily correspondence witn bim. 
Ere long the sovereign found that his 
palace and Wagner’s villa were too re- 
mote from each other, and, wishing to 
have the great reformer within easy reach, he 
assigned him an apartment in his own palace. 
Unfortunately, the maestro indulged in caprices 
of a most extraordinary character. Every hour, 
they say, gave birth to new demands for watch- 
es, jewelry, and snuff boxes. He insisted upon 
having his study upholstered in keeping with 
the prevailing tints of the several seasons; in 
Spring he would have green curtains and bang- 
ings,in Summer the upholstery was red, in Au- 
tumn yellow. and in Winter white ana blue. Be- 
sides, Herr Wagner invariably wore attire which 
harmonized with the surroundings. When he had 
donned his celebrated gold brocade dressing 
gown he could not live ina room unadorned 
by orange or canary-colored tapestry. The 
King humored his favorite’s whinis, and in so 
doing depleted the State coffers. The people bad 
‘long borne with his follies, but they finally cried 
out, as in 1848, when Lola Montez was the ruling 
power. Wagner was hissed in the streets, 
and soon he dared not come forth in public. 
Louis II, finally awoke to the situation, andjbade 
farewell to the composer. In a decree pro- 
mulgated on the occasion of Wagner's de- 
parture the sovereign said: “I prefer retaining 
the confidence and friendship of my people.” 
But he lovedand worshiped the musician to 
the last. 

Among the countless stories told of the King’s 
peculiarities and eccentricities not a few may be 
set down as wholly devoid of foundation. Many 
of them, however, are based on fact, and may 
therefore be referred to once more. None of 
his domestics were allowed to approach him; 
when summoned to receive his Majesty’s orders 
they stood 10 or 12 paces off, and were usually 
communicated with by signs. Oftentimes the 
Munich Opera House was Jighted up a giorno, 
while the doors were kept closed and admittance 
was denied to ali comers. Then it was known 
that the King was enjoying a performance given 
for hissole und undivided entertainment. Oc- 
casionally he would attend an ordinary repre- 
sentation, but the royal box was as impervious 
to the spectators’ prying looks as a convent 
wall, and no one could be sure of his presence. 
Ever and anon he would be more unceremo- 
nious and bear off of asudden the company to 
one of his castles, heedless of the public’s disap- 
pointment. Here he would sit alone and in 
darkness when the curtain rose at midnight 
upon the opera or play. 

Louis I]. was the pussessor of six castles. Two 
of them are in Munich, The newschloss is on the 
Maximilian-Platz; it is,a square edifice, rather 
large than imposing, and bearing a slight resem- 
blance to the Palazzo Pitti, in Rome. The ancient 
castle extends to the Odeon-Platz. Four brazen 
lions, supporting bucklers, guard its portals; 
above, in a niche, stands a statue of the Virgin. 
Among the curiosities of the place is a huge 
stone weighing 364 pounds, which Duke Chris- 
topher Albert II. could raise and throw from 
him like a ball. Close by are three nails driven 
in the wall and showing the height attained by 
Dukes Christopher, Conrad, and Philip when 
they jumped; the first nailis 12 feet from the 
ground, the second 9 and the tnird 8 The 
wing of the new palace, 800 feet in length, 
contains the “ Halls of Ulysses,” after Schwan- 
thaler’s designs; “* Charlemagne’s Hall,” after 
Schnorr’s; “Frederick Barbarossa’s Hall,” with 
mural paintings by Schnorr, Jaeger, and Geiss- 
mann; ** Rudolph of Hapsburg’s Hall,” the “Hall 
of Battles,” the ** Hall of the Throne,” and the 
“Cabinet of Beauties.” Louis II. turned the 
terrace of the Saaibau into his favorite abiding 
piace. Apartments in rococo style and a mar- 
velous garden were conjured up at his bidding. 
The visitor rambling through the garden comes 
upon an endiess series of wonders in shape of 
Indian landscapes, mysterious caverns, silvery 
lakes, Moorish pavilions, and so on. 

The Schlossberg, on the banks of Lake Starn- 
berg, near Munich, was the King’s Summer 
home. Roses of every description make the air 
heavy with their perfume and the grounds are 
filled with cunning mechanical contrivances, al- 
most outdoing naturein the realism of the effects 
produced. Generally all was silent about the 
grounds; at night fragments of ** Lohengrin” 
and ‘**Tannhiuser”’ were wafted away on the 
breeze as it passed over an islet in a lake, 
where the royal hermit sat in a Swiss cottage 
and held converse with his inseparable com- 
panion—a piano. The castle of Lindenhof 
is situated in the mountains and furnished 
in Louis XIV. style. Its dining room 
is enriched with paintings of the ** great King’s” 
mistresses) Hohenschwangau is on a rock. 
Around it are high mountains, with forests of 
fir trees; at its foot isa romantic lake, tenanted 
.by swans. These the King often harnessed to a 
shell-shaped golden bark, and while singers on 
the shore sang choruses from “ Lohengrin,” the 
royal knight of the Grail was moved to and fro 
over the shining waters. Ten years ago, when 
Vesuvius was in eruption, Louis II. de- 
termined upon having a volcanic outbreak 
on his own account. Two scientific men 
were at once summoned _ to Hohen- 
schwangau and they got up an eruption 
ona somewhat smaller scale than nature, but 
with sufficient success to scare the whole popu- 
lation out of its wits. What with artificial tem- 

pests on the lake, midnigbt gallops through the 
land, and madcap diversions of every kind, time 
did not hang too heavily upon the monarch's 
hands. From Munich to the lake of Starnberg 
is an hour’s ride by rail. The royal castle—the 
Schlossberg—is on the banks of the lake. It is 
the loneliest of the King’s abodes. Around the 
lake are scattered vilias and cottages in every 
conceivable style, ag around Como and Mag- 
giore. 

If the persons best acquainted with Louis IT. 
are to be creaited,the fairies that gathered about 

his cradie favored him with every gift, except 
with the power of feeling and experiencing love. 
He was ice to woman’s charms, and remained to 
theend,in the language of M. Tissot, **the 
handsomest and most chaste man of his realm.” 
He was tall and admirably built; his 
romantic air and the mystery. surround- 
ing him, added to the fascination of 
a crown, brougnt about many a tentative but, 
from all accounts, not one successful bonne fort- 
une. * This strange personage,” moralizes M. 
Tissot, “this soul of a child in the body of a 
man, this King born to reign over a nation of 
poets and musicians, was not created for an age 
of soldiers and brutal force. Louis IT. would 
hive been a lovable sovereign in an epoch of 
minnesingers and dreamy dames of the manor; 
nowadays he is past understanding: he is of the 
stuff that legends, not history, are made of.”’

THE TARIFF REFORM BILL

ITS PROSPECTS OF PASSAGE NOT’ 


ENCOURAGING. 

THE RANDALL OPPOSITION LIKELY TO BE 
STRONG ENOUGH TO KILL IT—TALK 
ABOUT NORTHERN PACIFIC LANDS. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—If one is to judge 
the chances of the Tariff bill getting a place on 

Thursday, by the manner of responses made by 

its friends when they are asked to give an opin- 

ion, it must be set down at once that the chances 
are poor. They have been considered poor by 

Mr. Morrison and his friends for months. The 

difficulties were increased as soon as the Louisi- 

ana Democrats had concluded to do as the Ohio 

Democrats will undoubtedly do, and vote 

against it. Repeated canvasses have re- 

sulted about alike. There may have 
been differences at times, but at no time 
was the prospect so good that anybody could 
say that there were 15 votes more for than 
awainst the bill, or more votes against it than 
forit. The degree of uncertainty appears to be 
great now, even in the minds of leaders. Mr. 
Morrison is quoted as having declared to some 
one that the bill will be taken up by &@ majority 
of 15. Col. McKinley, on the contrary, says 
that there will be 15 votes more against the bill 
than for it. The Randall opposition, which is 
to make possible the defeat of an attempt 
to secure consideration of a tax-reducing meas- 
ure, has been organizing quietly and gaining 
strength wherever Mr. Morrison was not happy 
in his treatment of or conversation with mod- 


erate tariff men. The score of Democrats need- 
ed once more to deteat Mr. Morrison is said to 
be ready to vote with the Republicans, One 
canvass mentions Messrs. Hewitt, Belmont, and 
Adams as the only New-York members who 
will vote for the bill, while Messrs. Merriman, 
“Tim” Campbell, Felix Campbell, Muller, 


Dowdney, Stanlinecker, Beach, Pindar, and Ar-’ 


nott, are counted against it. That list is perhaps 
wrong, for Mr. Adams has always been counted 
as a Randall man on the tariff. One count foots 
up a total of 10 Democratic Representatives 
from New-York against to 6infavorof it, It 
will bring the day of adjournment here quicker 
if the House refuses to pass the bill. If the fight 
should be made by Mr. Morrison it will extend 
the sitting until August, and a great many 
speeches are ready for delivery On the tariff for 
and against the Morrison reduction. The Labor 
Committee, that has been reported as baving de- 
cided to oppose the bill, is not prepared to act as 
a unit by any means, and its Democratic mem- 
bers will vote as individuals.

Over five hours were spent by tbe Senate to- 
day in debate upon the bill to forfeit a part of 
the land grant of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 


and nothing was accomplished. Mr. Mitchell 
offered what seemed to be a very innocent 
amendment to the pending VanWyck amend- 
ment, but after the Nebraska Senator had shown 
what Mr. Mitchell was after, the Oregon Senator 
withdrew the amendment. It was designed to 
except from the forfeiture a part of the lands on 
the route from Wallula to Portland, although 
the most pronounced of the railroad Senators 
had declared over and Over again that all the 
Wallula Jands ought to be forfeited. Mr. Call 
made a long speech in support of the For- 
feiture bill, and Mr. Dolph was equally prolix 
in defending the Northern Pacific. His col- 
league, Mr. Mitchell, also had a good deal to say 
against the proposition to restore the company’s 
unearned lands to the public domain. Messrs. 
Hearst. George, Eustis. and others kept Mr. 
Mitchell in an unhappy frame of mind for a 
long time by plying him with questions which 
he found it hard to answer without exposing 
the extreme weakness of his position and in- 
voiving bimself in inconsistencies. Mr. Brown 
opposed the forfeiture of any of the Cascade 
branch Jands, but Mr. Van Wyck made the 
principal speech of the day in support 
of his amendment. He wanted, as every- 
body knew, to forfeit all the Northern 
Pacific lands not earned on July 4, 
1879, but he explained why he was willing to 
assent to a much smaller forfeiture by pointing 
out that it wasa good deal better to restore a 
part of the land to the people than not to save 
any of it. It wassome time beyond the usual 
hour of adjournment when Mr. George took the 
floor to answer some of the railroad Senators. 
He baa 16 large volumes piled on his desk from 
which he was ready to read extracts, and the 
prospect of along speech at that hour of the 
day brought out a motion from Mr. Cail 
that an executive session be heid. Oddly 
enough the vote on this motion divided 
on party lines, Democrats supporting it and 
Republicans opposing it. Its defeat was fol- 
lowed by a motion to adjourn, this, in turn, by 
another motion for an executive session, and 
then a second motion toadjourn. In each case 
a yea and nay vote was taken, and at one time 
Mr. Edmunds became s0 much interested in the 
filibustering tactics that he exclaimed * Thun- 
der and lightnine”’ loudly enough to be heard in 
the galleries, but not to get into the strenogra- 
pher’s notes. After all this waste of time, 
Mr. George began his speech with the remark 
that Senators who didn’t,care to hear him could 
retire. So many acted upon this sugyestion that 
no quorum was left in the chamber, and Mr. 
George soon after yielded to an adjournment, 
reserving most of his speech for to-morrow. 


The House gallery was occupied this afternoon 
by a large number of persons interested in Dis- 
trict bills that were to be called up, the day 


having been set apart for the consideration of 
District measures exclusively. Several gam- 
blers, who had heard that the bill to prohibit 
the selling of pools on ali sorts of events was to 
come up, held prominent gallery places.

A demand was made to have it 
read through. Other means were adopted to 
kili time and so successfully that when 5 o’clock 
came it was not near a vote, It therefore goes 
over until the District Committee can get an- 
other day. That will scarcely happen during 
the sitting of Congress. 1t was understood that 
220 members had been “ pledged” to vote for it. 
Exactly what the consideration was to be for 
giving sucha pledge is not known. Whenever 
it comes up again, however, it will finda well 
developed opposition confronting it.

ANOTHER VICTIM OF THE ‘RIOT, 


jemaacstiaiibieainosas 
A LAST AND FRUITLESS EFFORT TO SAVE 
POLICEMAN HANSEN’S LIFE. 

CxuIcaGco, June 14.—Officer Nels Hansen, 
the severtth victim in the Police Department of 
the Haymarket riot, died at the County Hospital 
this afternoon, His leg was shattered in the riot, 
and after the third amputation, which occurred 
Saturday, the surgeons felt that there was but 
one chance of prolonging his life—the introduc- 
tion of healthy and vigorous blood into his 


enfeebled system. Contractor E. W. Egertis, 
the sturdy brother-in-law of the wounded 
policeman, offered to allow himself to 
be bled. This morning he was_ taken 
into a room adjoining Hansen’s apartment. His 
arm was bared, and two sharp incisions made. 
Egertis is a rather phlegmatic man, but the 
crowd of physicians in white aprons, the formal 
preparations, and the sight of the blood 
weakened his nerve. A judicious combination 
of icewater and brandy, however, gave him con- 
fidence, and he went through the painless opera- 
tion as calmly as one could desire. Four ounces 
of blood were taken from his arm, and after it 
had been defibrinated it was forced through an 
ordinary syringe into the wounded man’s arm. 
Hansen was half delirious at the time, and lay 
murmuring to himself, now in Swedish und 
again in English. He was wasted almost to a 
Shadow. His face was haggard and of a bluish 
tinge. His eyes were sunken and dull. If it 
were not for an occasional moan of pain or half 
Sy wordone might almost have doubted 
that be lived. This last step was takenonly that 
everything possible might be- done for the 
wounded man. After the operation he sank 
into a slumberous state, due to the liquors that 
had been given him. Hansen fully recognized 
that his life might go out at any moment, and 
pluckily waited the end, which camea few hours 
after the operation. 








A HEAVY GALE AT GALVESTON. 

GALVESTON, Texas, June 14.—This island 
was visited by an exceedingly heavy storm last 
night. A galesetinat sundown, blowing from 
the east. It reached its height at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, when the wind registered a velocity 
of 50 miles per hour. Torrents of rain fell. At 
daybreak wateronall sides was surrounding 
the city with alarminig rapidity. At9 o’clock 
the wind shifted to northeast, and the city was 
saved from being flooded, asthe bay had risen 
above the docks and was encroaching on the 
streets. Communication wtih the mainland was 
cut off until this afternoon, when the 
Missouri Pacitic Railroad gota train out. The 
Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé Railroad’s track for 
nearly two miles approaching the long bridge 
is washed away. It will require nearly a week 
to repair the damage. In the meantime the 
Santa Fé willenter this city over the Missouri 
Pacific’s track. The damage on the Gulf side 
of the island will reach several thousand dol- 
lars. The Gulf City street railway is washed 
away. Fronting the Beach Hotel numerous 
small bathhouses were washed out to sea. No 
serious damage is reported to shipping. The 
foreign vessels lying outside weighed anchor 
und moved further out to sea on the approach 
of the storm. 

Dispatches from the interior and down the 
coast indicate that the sturm was local to this 
immediate vicinity. Orange, on the Sabine 
River, reports an extraordinary rainfall there 
to-day and a heavy gale from the southeast, 
which caused the river to rise four feet during 
the day. No apprehension is felt for the vessels 
which put to sea on the approach of the storm.

BAKER BREAKS HIS OWN RECORD. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 14.—Wendel 
Baker, '86, Harvard's famous sprint runner, 
made a successful attempt this afternoon to 
lower the amateur record (held by himself) in 
the 220-yards dash. The race took place at Bea- 
con §Park on a straightaway course, and al- 
though the weather was very unfavorable, the 
record was lowered two-fifths of a second. Baker 
held the best college and American amateur réc- 
ord of 0:22 2-5. Tne best English amateur record 
was exactly the same, having been made by 
Phillips at London, in 1878. Ever since the Mott 
Haven games Baker has veen running very fast, 
and it was generally expected that he would 
break the record. Several men ran with him, 
and Baker covered the distance in 22 seconds. 
He was also timed at the 150 and 180 yards. At 
both of these distunces he broke the record also, 
although as there was only one timer at the lat- 
ter distance the record cannot stand.

ALL MANNER-OF FAULT FOUND WITH THE

Lonpon, June 14.—The Conservative 
provincial papers bitterly criticise Mr. Glad- 
stone’s manifesto. The Irish papers do not make 
their comments on the manifesto a feature of 
their issues, but criticise it according to their 
party leanings.

When the worst 
comes to the worst it is always 
Englishmen to say they prefer separation, 
pure and simple, to yielding to the intolerable 
demands of the Home Rule faction. It must be 
made clear that there is another alternative, 
namely, to give Ireland local control of her local 
affairs on the same scale as given to England and 
Scotland and on principles.as applicable to these 
countries as to Ireland.” 

The Post says the document bristles with 
transparent sophisms and is based throughout 
upon obvious fallacies, 

The Chronicle says: ‘**The address is disap- 
pointing.

The Catholic clergy of Belfast yesterday con- 
gratulated their people upon their ‘* patience 
and forbearance under provoking circum- 
stances,” and urged them to continue to keep 
the peace. 

The damage to property at Sligo during the 
recent rioting amounts to £2,000. An attempt 
made to-day to renew the rioting failed. Two 
ringleaders were arrested. A number of Prot- 
estant residents of Sligo held a meeting to-day 
and declared themselves innocent of the charge 
of having damaged the Bishop’s palace.

FOUND DEAD IN A DORY. 

HauiFax, Nova Scotia, June 14.—The 
brigantine Scotswood, which arrived at Cow 
Bay yesterday, 11 days from St. John's, New- 
foundland, reports that on Friday, the llth 
inst., she discovered a dory to the northward 
of the vessel. There was no appearance of any 
cone being in it. She put out the ship’s boat, 
went alongside, and found two men lying dead 
in the bottom. Tnesmaller man of the two lay 
face upward in the bow, dressed in blue trousers 
and shirt, canvas Jacket, and heavy sea boots, 
and appeared to have been dead some time, de- 
composition having set in. He was small of stat- 
ure and dark of complexion, with little hair on 
his face. The larger man was in the prime of 
manhood, of light, sandy complexion, rather 
bald on top of the head, of large frame, with 
large features and heavy, sandy whiskers; was 
marked with India ink on the left arm, but the 
marks could not be made out.

SHOOTING AT AN EDITOR. 


“A CARLOAD OF PEOPLE IMPERILED BY AN 
ANGRY ATTORNEY. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 14.—A sensa- 
tional shooting affray occurred shortly after 5 
o’clock this evening at the corner of Ninth and 
Main streets, in this city, in which Dr. Mormson 
Munford, proprietor of the Times, and two other 
persons were shot by W. A. Carlile, an attorney. 
The locality is known as the junction,where Main 
and Delaware streets unite and the Ninth-Street 
Cable cars receive and discharge the greater por- 
tion of their passengers. Dr. Munford, accom- 
panied by a gentleman friend, had come from 
the Simes Building to take a car going east. He 
entered the car, Which was about comfortably 
filled with people, and was about to take a seat 
near the door when Carlile. who had been 
standing near the First Nationa! Bank Build- 
ing, a few feet away, came to the platform, 
drew a revolver, and spoke to Mr. Munford, say- 


irg: ‘* You have traduced my wife and 1 will 
kill you.” At the same moment he fired at 
Munford, who was but three feet distant. Tne 
ball struck Munford in the side, glancing from 
arib and lodging under the skin just below 
the breast bone. Carlile quickly fired again, 
the ball cutting his intended victim's coat 
and striking Miss Jennie Streeter, a giriof 16, 
who occupied the next seat in the car. Mr. 
Munford then stooped forward, trying mean- 
while to draw a revolver, and Carlile stepped 
into the street on the south side and began 
firing through the window, one ball striking a 
passenger named John Halein the face, after 
firing five shots in all, and each in rapid succes- 
sion. 

Carlile started to run around the forward car, 
and was seized by two officers as Munford 
stepped down to the pavement on the north side 
with his revolver drawn and leveled. The lat- 
ter, who thought he had been fatally wounded, 
had tried to shoot, but had not’ been 
able to free his weapon, the trigger of 
which was caught in a scabbard which 
incased it, and which had prevented his draw- 
ing sooner. He called to the officers to let Car- 
lile go and give him a chance, but bystanders 
quickly interfered and persuaded the doctor to 
give up his weapon. He was taken to Dr. Jack- 
son’s office. in the “Zimes Building adjoining, 
where the bullet in his breast was extracted and 
his wound dressed, after which he was removed 
to his home. ‘ 

Carlile meanwhile was conducted. down Main- 
street, followed by an angry crowd. His action 
in shooting indiscriminately into the throng 
aroused the greatest indignation, and threats of 
violence -were made on all sides. At Seventh- 
street the prisoner was put into a carriage and 
burried to the station. Several stones were 
thrown after it. 

Miss Streeter walked to the pavement and sat 
down. Acarriage was called and she was taken 
home, where her wound was dressed. The ball

found. Hislifeis not in danger, except in case 
of erysipelas, which is feared somewhat. Dr. 
Munford, who remained coo! and _ collected 
throughout the general excitement over the 
affair, is resting well to-night and will soon re- 
cover. 

The trouble originated in the publication by 
the JVimes of charges against Carlile’s profes- 
sional and moral character. On May 138 the 
Times published an account of a trip to Cali- 
fornia by Carlile and Miss Sallie Crute, a young 
heiress to a tortune of $150,000, in which 
the young lady traveled as his niece, 
This was in March, and a_ second trip 
was made later. Mrs. Carlile and their 
three children meanwhile remaining here at 
home. In this connection the 7imes charged 
tnat Mr. and Mrs. Carlile had enticed the girl 
from her mother, Mrs. Joseph Hendrickson, and 
kept her at their home for the purpose of get- 
ting her money away from her; that Carlile 
had obtained from her as his ward un- 
limited power of attorney to control or 
dispose of her __ property. It was also 
intimated that he had _ taken improper 
if not criminal liberties with the girl. Carlile 
made a denial of the charges in print, but did 
not bring any libel suit, as he was requested to 
do bythe paper. He is a prominent member 
here of the Methodist Centenary Church, with 
which Miss Crute was also connected. Some 
talk of church action was held, but nothing hag 
been done in the matter. Cxrlile had several 
times of late threatened Munford’s life, but had 
not before attempted it. 


RABBI GUTHEIM'S FUNERAL. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, June 14.—The remains 
of the Rev. James K. Gutheim, the learned and 
beloved rabbi of Temple Sinai, were yesterday 
removed to the synagogue, where they re- 
mained lying in state under guard of the Memo- 
rial Committee until {3 o’clock to-day, when 
they were interred in Metairie Cemetery. 
The funeral cortége was one of the 
most remarkable ever known here, and the 
memorial service lasted many hours. Rabbis 
from all the neighboring cities were in attend- 
ance, and the most eloquent of them delivered 
addresses. The Rev. Dr. B. M. Palmer, Presby- 
terian, delivered a most touching address over 
the remains of his lamented colaborer in many 
works ot public usefulness. When the body was 
placed in the synagogue the first floral tribute 
presented was a massive crown made of white 
roses and fragrant Cape Jasmines, the gift of 
the congregation of Christ Episcopal Church. 
The clergy ot various faiths visited and gazed 
upon the emaciated tace of the dead, conspicu- 
ous among them being the beloved Jesuit 
Father Hubert. The interment was ina lot in

A SWINDLER CAPTURED.

THE WILKINSON FAILURE. 
A DECISION IN FAVOR OF THE CREDITORS 
OF THE FIRM. 

Syracuse, N. Y., June 14.—Justice Will-. 
jams, of Watertown, has handed down a decision 
in favor of the plaintiffs in the case of Conrad 
Loos and others against Alfred and J. Forman 
Wilkinson, the insolvent bankers. The interests 
involved in this action were greater than thosa 
attaching to any other suit ever brought in 
Onondaga County, and the result of the trial, 
though pretty clearly foreshadowed in the pub- 
lic mind, was awaited with deep anxiety. The 
Wilkinson Brothers had been in the banking; 
business for a quarter of acentury, and their 


house had always been considered above suspl- 
cion. They were upto the very day of their 
failure the reputed owners of two of the finest; 
residences in the city and of the Globe Hotel 
and adjacent blocks that yielded an annual 
rental of nearly $40,000. On Dec. 10, 1884, they 
went under witb acrash that reverberated all 
through Central New-York, and simultaneously 
with the announcement of their downfall 
came the news that they had transferred alk 
their real estate, aggregating nearly $500,000 in 
value, to their brother, John Wilkinson, of 
Chicago. The deeds were dated May 5, 1884, 
seven months before the failure, but were not 
recorded until the day of the assignment. At 
the same time a mortgage given by John Wilk-« 
insop to Charles P. Crosby, of New-York, and 
purporting to represent a loan of $125,000 from 
the latter, was also tiled with the County Clerk, 
The firm’s liabilities amounted to $450,000, tha 
bulk of which was due to depositors, and tha 
assets footed up only abcut $150,000. 

The fact that the real estate transfers, thoucly 
made in May, were not recorded until Decem- 
ber, was regurded as conclusive evidence of 
fraud, and scores of actions were immediately 
beeun against the insolvents, the plaintiffs in 
every instance obtaining judgments, Last 
October 20 or 80 depositors joined in a suit in 
equity to set aside the assignment deeds to John 
Wilkinson andthe Crosby mortgage. The case 
came to trial here before Justice Williams in 
January, the hearing Jasting a fuli month. The 
decision, which was made public to-day, charac- 
terizes all the transactions in question as fraud~ 
ulent. Tne defendants will appeal to the Gen- 
eral Term, and, if necessary, to the Court of

Neafie and Edward Levy, of the firm off 
builders; Oscar Wilson, of Philadelphia;} 
Lucius C. Ward, of Philadelphia, former-} 
ly of the Newburg shipbuilding firm o 
Ward, Stanton & Co.; Henry P. Kamsdell, and 
Thomas P. Ramsdell, of the tirm of owners, and 
a correspondent of THE TIMES. The boat was; 
formally transferred to the transportation 
company at New-York this morning. she is 210 
feet in length over all, 32 feet breadth of beam, 
42 feet over guards, and 11 feet depth of huil. 
She is run by a vertical surface compound en-~ 
gine of 2 inches high pressure and 45 inckes low 
pressure, With a 36-inch stroke. She is fitted with 
a propelier wheel of 10 feet diameter, having @ 
15-foot pitch. The steamer has two boilers, 
each 9 feet 6 inches in diameter and 20 feet long, 
and she is allowed tocarry 100 pounds of steam. 
On 60 pounds of steam the engine made 110 revo 
lutions per minute. The steamer has 4s state- 
rooms, saloons, and officers’ rooms elegantly 
fitted up. She will be illuminated with eiectric 
light and heated by steam.

A ROYAL SHOW AT PUTNEY 


——— 

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF 
» WALES ON EXHIBITION, 

HOW THE LOYAL MULTITUDE GREETED ITS 
FUTURE KING AND QUEEN AT THE 
OPENING OF THE NEW BRIDGE. 

Pornry, May 8lL—Our three “sensa- 
tions” during the past week have been the 
Derby Day, the Oaks Day, and the opening 
of Putney New Bridge by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales on the evening of Sat- 
urday, the 29th. The patriotic citizens of 
Putney would doubtless regard this last 
event as incomparably the greatest of the 
three, but not so the bulk of the British 
nation. To the sporting beart of John 
Bull—who “‘delighteth in horses” as thor- 
pughly as Neptune of old, and has been 
justly defined by a venerable English joke 
as the best existing specimen of an ’ossified 
man—the Feast of St. Horse far transcends 
every other day in the calendar. With 
the universal license of a public 
holiday the famous annual horse 
race combines the dignity of a ereat 
national festival. The Derby Day 
is to the erdinary Englishman all and 
more than all that the carnival is to the 
Itahan lazzarone, Easter Sunday to the 
Russian peasant, or Farvardeen to the 
Parsee of Hindostan. Not without rea- 
son, certainly, did an intelligent Brahmin 
from Bengal observe to his Londen host 
after a day spent on a British race course, 
“Well, you English laugh at us for hold- 
ing cows sacred, but, after all, do not you 
yourselves worship horses?” if the arms 
of England are ever changed those now in 
use should be replaced by a horse and a 
petting book rampant upon a very shady 
ground, with the motto, ‘‘ May every good 
man become a better.”’ 

But even more picturesque, if possible, 
than the race course itself—all the charao- 
teristic features of which have been de- 
picted again and again by painters, nov- 
elists, and poets, till every one knows 
them by heart—is the gradual mustering 
of the great army that makes its yearly 
march thither. Were Dickens alive again 
and on the watch with that photographic 
eye of his at the corner of any highroad 
leading from London to Epsom Downs on 
the morning of the Derby he would see 
enough in the first five minutes to give 
him ample material for the elaboration of 
such a picture as bone but he could paint. 
Gere comes asiim, black-mustached .bicy- 
clist in silk stockings and velvet knicker- 
bockers, Going his best to seem uncon- 
scious of the admuring glances shot at him 
from the windows of various ** seminaries 
for young ladies” on either side of 
the way. There a mounted policeman, 
clattering along the road with as much 
stir and bustle as possibie, turns in 
his saddle to cast an eloquent look at the 
rosy-cheeked “Sally,” who is trying to per- 
suade berself and the passers-by that 
standing on tke highest front step of a 
house with a broom in her hand and mak- 
ing her neat aukles into a kind of free 
public art exhibition is her usual method 
of sweeping the stoop. Yonder goes a 
dapper young fruit seller, whose jaunty 
litile gilt-lettered cart, ordinarily freighted 
with the apples and pears of his trade, 
now holdsa happy pair in the, form of 
himself and the ringleted “apple of his 
eye.” With the characteristic bad taste 
pf lower class England the poor girl has 
disfigured herself by astaring red bonnet 
trimmed with big yellow tlowers (the 
whole being strongly suggestive of raw 
beef splashed with mustard) and a profu- 
sion of tawdry finery that makes her look 
very much like a moulting peacock. But 
the happy face which looks out trom amid 
these monstrosities is an ample atonement 
for them all. ; 

Plowing doggedly through the dust with 
his tattered jucket over his arm, and talk- 
ing loudiy to afriend inasuitof grease 
with a cap to match, comes a BrawnDy rep- 
resentative of the dignity of labor and the 
principles of advanced Radicalism, who, 
like certain ether demagogzues of far 
greater reuown, bas acquired by the 
simple meihod of bespattering with 
foul abuse everything higher and better 
than himself the credit of being a great 
politician. Only last night, when he had 
three quarts of bad beer in his otherwise 
empty skull, be brayed deliance against 
*“‘ali them Princes and sitch-like useless 
beggars,’ and expounded to his brother 
blockheads, with all the boldness and ftiu- 
ency of utter igorance, his idea of how the 
British Empire saould be governed. But 
all this will not prevent him from fight- 
ing bis way tooth and nail through the 
thickest of the crowd a few minutes hence 
to catch a passing glimpse of one of the 
despised royulties whom he isso eager to 
abolish. 

And now the blast of a horn rings out 
shrill and long-drawn above the Gease- 
less thunder of wheel and hoof, and 
u well appointed drag with a team 
of splendid gray horses comes dash- 
ing past, amid a buzz of - general 
and free-spoken admiration. A gallant 
show it makes with its red wheels and 
gilded panels, the long, pouch-shaped bas- 
ket at its side half filled with canes and 
umbrellas, and the promise of good cheer 
held forth by the substantial hamper 4 
corded upon its polished roof. There is no 
need for any one to inquire the occupa- 
tion of this tall, handsoine man who 
handles the reins so skillfully. The firm, 
soldierly face, the short, thick, slightly 
grizzled mustache, the bronzed complex- 
ion, the upright bearing, the calm, watch- 
ful, fearless look, tell their own story. 
That deep, slanting trench in his sun- 
burued cheek was made by an Arab lance 
as he stood shoulder to shoulder with 
‘Fred Burnaby”’ on thescorching sands of 
Abu Klea, hewing with all his strength at 
the mass of dark, fierce faces and glitter- 
ing spear points that came _ bursting 
through the smoke like a mighty wave 
against the bristling line of British bayo- 
nets. 

There is little suggestion of danger or of 
death in the ruddy, jovial, rather coarse 
face of the shorter man beside him, whose 
chief care is apparently to display his 
splendid white teeth in as many broad 
laughs as possible. Butif you look closely 
at him yon will notice that the band with 
which he draws a fresh cigar from his case 
has lost its middle finger, a souvenir of the, 
terrible night when the distant hills of 
Isandhilwana echoed back through the 
long dark hours from sunset to sunrise the 
crash of the death volleys wherewith 130 
worn and starving men defended Rorke’s 
Drift against 4,000 Zulus. As the drag 
goes rattling by, a ragged, barefooted 
boy clutches the projecting ledge just 
below the back seat, swings himself 
up on to it, and begs the gentlemen to 
“chuck him a copper.’”’ A supercilious- 
looking young fellow with a gold-rimmed 
eyeglass, not liking this novel appendage 
to their smart ‘“ turnout,’’ angrily bids 
the intruder begone; but an older man be- 
side him, whose right arm is in a sling, 
looks pityingly at the forlorn lad's thin, 
white face and flings him a few pence, 
which the boy gathers’ up greedily out of 
the dust.

The 
next time this London Romeo and Juliet 
see each other their meeting will probably 
be like that which Winthrop Mackworth 
Praed described so pithily 60 years ago: 
* We parted—months and years rolied by— 

We met again four Summers after; 

Our parting was all sob and sigh, 

Our meeting was all mirth and laughter; 

For in my heart’s most secret cell 

There bad been many other lodgers, 

Aud sbe was not the ballroom’s belle, 

But only Mrs. Something Rogers."’ 

Somewhat apart frem the throng of car- 
riages, like wolves hanging upon the skirts 
of a berd of buffaloes, two sallow, sharp- 
featured, hawk-eyed men sit side by side 
inalight gig. Wolves, indeed, they are, 
fiercer and more crue] than any that 
prowl through the pine forests of Russia. 
No amount of prey can abate their hun- 
cer, for the more they devour the greedier 
they are. See what asinister gleam lights 
up their keen eyes as they converse in an 
undertone, breaking ever and anon into 
a low, inward laugh, more ominous of 
evil than the skirr of arattlesnake. Many 
a suicide’s blood lies on the souls of these 
civilized pirates, and this very day many 
a foolish lad who thinks he knows the 
world because he has had a few glimpses 
of the very worst part of it will have 
cause to curse the hour that brought him 
within reach of their merciless fangs. But 
what do they care? ‘* Every man for him- 
self.”’ 

But the opening of Putney New Bridge 
has a different and far more pathetic sig- 
nificance—that of the progressive disap- 
pearance of England’s past before the 
headlong advance of her present. In this 
hurry-skurry age of railways and tele- 
graphs all'the ancient landmarks of South- 
western London are fast crumbling away. 
Of the historical biacksmith’s shop at 
Fulham, in which the Bismarck of six- 
teenth-century England, Thomas Crom- 
well, was born nearly 400 years ago, not 
one stone now remains upon another. 
Fairfax House, the gem of Putney High- 
street, Where its renowned namesake 
once conferred with the grim con- 
queror of Marston Moor and Naseby 
concerning the fate of “the man 
Charles Stuart,” is destined to come down 
and make place for a row of shops. The 
famous gallows of Wimbledon Common, 
upon which, within the memory of living 
men, the gibbeted skeleton of the last and 
most terrible of English highwaymen ter- 
rified the belated peasant, has vanished so 
utterly that its very site is now a matter 
of conjecture. One by one the old bridges 
of London have passed into the realm of 
the things that were. Only two are left, 
and the ceremonial of last Saturday was 
the funeral service of one of these, which 
is now doomed to be chopped up into fire- 
wood or used to build *‘new”’ British men- 
of-war. 

It is but seldom that the quiet little 

suburban district of Putney has any great 
excitement beyond the yearly saturnalia 
of the Oxford and Cambridge boat race, 
so that such an event as the baptism ef a 
new bridge, with the Prince and Princess 
of Wales for its sponsors, naturally stirred 
every worthy shopkeeper in the parish 
into the wildest frenzies of that archi- 
tectural tattooing which is facetiously 
called “*decoration.’”’ The municipal au- 
thorities strained their proverbial want of 
taste to the utmost in striving to gladden 
the august eyes of Lritain’s future sover- 
eign by making the new bridge and all 
its approaches as hideous as possible. The 
whole length of the Fulham road, which 
forms the direct approach to the bridge 
from the side of London, was sentineled 
on either side with tall spear-pointed 
poles, swathed in scarlet baize from top to 
bottom, profusely gilded at the tips, and 
altogether making such a display as might 
well suggest to any passing Turk or Arab 
that the Sultan of England was about to 
celebrate his birthday or some other great 
festival with a wholesale impalement of 
his subjects. Along the cords which, hke 
Bishop Heber’s sea of glory, “spread from 
pole to pole,” fluttered a countless multi- 
tude of small, tawdry flags of various 
colors, the whole ettect being that of haif 
a million cheap cotten pocket handker- 
chiefs newly washed and all hung out to 
dry at once. At the London end of the 
new bridge rose an arch of wood painted 
to resemble solid stone—no inapt type of 
many institutions still existing in England. 
tbnis extempore gateway was thickly 
wreathed with green boughs, and along 
its top ran a broad strip of red cloth in- 
scribed in huge white letters with the 
famous line from Tennyson’s ‘* Morte 
d@’arthur;” 
“The old order changeth, yielding place to new.” 
And in truth the new order, as represent- 
ed by the stately white arches of hewed 
stone wherewith the newly completed 
structure bestrode the whole breadth of 
the dark brown river, had an undeniable 
advantage over its poor predecessor, the 
crazy and weather-stained woodwork of 
which, already closed against all trafiic 
and tenanted only by astray foot passen- 
ger or two, looked as dreary as a comic 
recital. 

But it was on the Putney side that deco- 
ration had doue its worst. All the way up 
the High-street, tlags of all nations gib- 
beted, not merely along either side of the 
road, butright across it as well, horrified 
the spectator with an effect of coloring 
such as might have whirled through the 
disordered brain of a sign painter in a 
furious fit of insanity. The local butcher 
had symbolized his sanguinary calling by 
a series of long red hangings, but had 
foolishly thrown away a splendid chance 
of advertising his loyalty and his meat 
simultaneously by adorning his shop 
front with graceful festoons of sau- 
sages and twining creepers of calf’s 
liver. A small tavern on the opposite 
side of the street displayed the appro- 
priate legend ** Hail’”’ (doubtless meant to 
be pronounced ‘“‘ale’’?) “to our future 
King and Queen.” The same idea was re- 
peated a little further down the street, 
where a corpulent arch, straddlimg across 
the whole breadth of the way like Apol- 
lyon in the ‘ Pilgrim’s Progress,”’ an- 
nounced in staring white letters that 
‘* Putney offers loyal greeting to ingland’s 
future King and Queen’’—the only draw- 
back being that the latter half of the sen- 
tence Was upon the further or reverse side 
of the archway, so that IKingland’s future 
King and Queen would have to pass 
through it and look round before they 
could make out te whom the greeting was 
addressed. 

Then was the harvest time for all ped- 
dlers of apples and ginger snaps, hawkers 
of cheap toys, and sellers of royal photo- 
graphs. ‘the latter especially drove a 
“roaring trade’’ in every: sense of the 
word, shouting to every passer-by with 
the full power of their prazen lungs: 
‘‘Now, then,’ere yer are! h’only c'rect 
likeness of the Prince o’ Wales.” And 
there was no lack of customers for these 
art treasures, for, although the bridge’s 
royal godfather and godmother were not 
to leave Marlborough House before $:45 
P. M., both banks of the river were crowd- 
ed as early as 2:30. Just at the entrance 
of the bridge itself a pretty black-eyed 
girl in an operatic costume of white and 
crimson, With a bright scarlet ribbon 
twisted coquettishly through her glossy 
black hair, was serving out ice cream—at 
the suspiciously moderate price of 1 cent 
per glass—to an ever increasing crowd, 
which speedily grew so large as almosteto 
block up the highway. 

As the appointed time drew near the 
throng thickened in proportion, Even the 
square, battlemented gray tower of ful- 
ham Church and the dark red front of 
the Biskop’s palace, half buried amid their 
encircling trees, seemed peering through 
the leaves to watch for the coming of the 
pageant. Every palisade and scaffolding 
was ivied with wreaths of small boys, 
every balcony crammed with fiushed faces, 
all looking eagerly for the first glimpse of 
the majesty of England, as represented by 
a stout, bald, middle-aged gentleman, with 
astrong German accent, and a lady in 
steel-gray velvet, upon whose handsome 
face that ungallant old radical, Father 
Time, has engraved many a line of 
care since Kngland first saw it 
one bright Spring morning in 1863. 
Well do I remember the terror where- 
with she unconsciously overwhelmed the 
poor little page-in-waiting who piloted 
me through the endless corridors ef Marl-

dim linh’—meeting us ina panageway so 
narrow that Master Page was forced to 
squeeze his tiny velvet-clad body almost 
flat against the wall in order to give her 
Royal Highness room to pass. 

At length a sudden clang of bells and a 
distant cheer, swelling louder and nearer 
every moment, proclaimed the approach 
of the long expected royalties, who came 
dashing up in gallant style, surrounded by 
an escort of the Middlesex Yeomanry Cav- 
alry, got up with clanking sabres and sil- 
ver-;aced blue uniforms to look as like 
real soldiers as possible. But the final de- 
tails of the ceremoniai—the passage of the 
bridge, the ascent of the High-street, the 
inevitable address (which a merciful Prov- 
idence renders happily inaudible in nine 
cases out of ten) and the show of tireworks 
on the old ‘bridge after nightfall—need 
not be repeated here, having been already 
chronicled hy those gifted men whom the 
world calls newspaper reporters, and who 
(as | have more than once remarked with 
involuntary admiration) appear to de- 
scribe a scene with equal vividness and 
minuteness whether they have actually 
witnessed it or not. | Davin Ker. 





FACTORY GIRLS IN DANGER, 
CurIcaGo, June 14,—Payne, Sorrin & Men- 
zie's mattress factory, at Twenty-fourth and 
Butler streets, was destroyed by fire yester- 
day afternoon. The building was a three- 


story one of flimsy build. It was filled with the 
most inflammable material, and the flames 
spread with fearful rapidity. The blaze originated 
in the machinery. When the engines got there 
employes, of whom there was a large number, 
had to flee for their lives. A number of giris 
were in one corner of the building, and, finding 
escape shut up, they had to jump to save them- 
selves. Two were badly hurt. Their names are 
Mrs, Vina Chilson, of No. 817 West Randolph- 
street, and Jennie ©'Hara, 14 years old, of No. 
408 Twenty-second-street. The girls who were 
shut off from the stairway by the flames num- 
bered 19. They rushed panic-stricken to the 
windows, and before ladders could be obtained, 
five of them jumped or were pushed to 
the pavement below. In _ addition’ to 
Mrs. Chilson and Jennie O'Hara, the name of 
only one other of the five is known, but each 
was dangerously and probably fatally injured. 
The latter is Kittie Hilderbrandt, who had 
both arms, and one leg broken, and is 
believed to be hurt internally. The loss upon 
the building and stock will not exceed $15,000, 
and is insured for about half that amount, 





A VIOLENT STURM IN LOUISIANA. 

New-Orueans, June 14.—A storm has 
been raging all day in the western part 
of the State, but, the wires being pros- 
trated, it is impossible to get informa- 
tion from west of Lake Charles, near 


the Texas line. At 6 o’clock this evening it 
was learned that a violent wind, with 
rain, hud been prevailing there since 10 
o’clock this morning, with no abatement, 
Trees and fences were blown down and 
some damage was done to houses. Great appre- 
hension is felt at Lake Charles for the 
safety of Leesburg, south of there and 
immediately on the Gulf coast at the 
mouth of the Calcasieu River, as it 
is feared that the sea will sweep over the village, 
which is surrounded by a salt marsh, and 
destroy the people, who would be unable 
to escape except in boats. The lines from here 
to Texas are down, and no direct communication 
is attainable. An extremely heavy raiofall was 
experienced this evening, but there has been no 
wind. ine 
JERSEY'S PRISON PROBLEM. 

Lone Brancu, N. J., June 14.—The joint 
commission appointed by the New-Jersey Legis- 
lature to consider the propriety of erecting a 
separate prison for female convicts and a 
reformatory for girls met to-day at the Central 


Hotel here and effected a permanent organiza- 
tion by electing the following officers: Presi- 
dent—Senator Carter, of Burlington County; 
Vice-President—Assemblyman Olcott, of Mount 
Holly; Secretary—J. Townley Crane, of Asbury 
Park. Mrs. Sarah J. Downs appeared on bebalf 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
and madea speech in tavor of the erection of 
the two propo.ed institutions. The commission 
will visit the Massachusetts prison for women 
on July 5. 


AN INDIAN OUI BREAK FEARED. 

Nerepies, Cal., June 14.—An outbreak 
and massacre are threatened among the Hualapal 
Indians at Kingman and Peach Springs, Ari- 
zona. About 10 days ago a buck named 
Pisa, in a jealous rage, shot his squaw 
and seven other bucks and squaws, and then 
killed himself. In revenge the tribe, according 
to their custom, were about to mus- 
sacre the family and relatives of Pisa, 
but were prevented by tie whites, who 
sent them here forsafety. This greatly enraged 
the remainder, who openly threatened to take 
the warpath. The Huulapais number about 500, 
with Schaum as chief. 











TWO YOUNG MEN DROWNED. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 14.—A party 
of seven young men from Hazleton who were 
spending Sunday at Long Pond, about 10 miles 
from bere, took a boat ride last evening by 
moonlight. When in the middle of the pond, 


which is quite a large body of water, the boat 
was capsized and its occupants were precipitated 
into the water. I'wo of them, Thomas Dulan, 
aged 22, and C. R. Jacobs, aged 16, were drowned, 
but the other five, after a terrible struggle, suc- 
ceeded in saving themselves by clinging to the 
overturned boat. Dolan and Jacobs were both 
highly esteemed. Their bodies were recovered 
and taken to Hazleton this morning. , 





MORE TIME FOR MAXWELL. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., June 14.—When the Crim- 
inal Court opened this morning Mr. Fauntleroy, 
attorney for Maxwell, convicted of the murder 
of Charles Arthur Preller, asked that he be 
granted moretime in which to file affidavits, 
&c., preparatory to the argument for a new trial 
in bis client’s case. Mr. Fauntleroy says be bas 
important fresh evidence, which he is unable at 
present to introduce, and which he feela confi- 
dent will convince the court that Maxwell was 
unfairly tried and oughtto havea rehearing.

THE LAW REGARDING CONFI: 


DENTIAL CLERKS, 
COMMISSIONER LYMAN WRITES AN OPINION 
DISSENTING FROM THAT OP HIS COL- 
LEAGUES. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—When the gques- 
tion of permitting Auditor Williams to appoint 
a confidential clerk regardless of the ciyil 
service rules was, submitted on May 29 tothe 
Civil Service Commission, it had evidently re. 
ceived prior consideration in the Treasury De- 
partment, and the decision been reached to leave 
the ultimate decision with Messrs. Edgerton, 
Oberly, and Lyman, the Commissioners. As 
already related, the majority decided in favor of 
Mr. Williams’s assumption that he, as the 
‘** head of an office,” could appoint. Mr, Lyman 
dissented. In preparing his dissenting opinion 
he gave his reasons in full. The oase presented 
to him two questions. 

First, Is the Third Auditor the “ head of an of- 
fice’’ within the meaning of this clause ? and sec- 


ond, Is the Third Auditor entitled to a confiden- 
tial cierk? In answering the first question it is 
necessary to consider what is meant by the 
pbrase ** head ot an office” as used in this clause, 
and on this question there oan be no better au- 
thority as to the intended meaning than the 
framers of the clause themselves, namely, the 
Civil Service commission as first constituted, 
The recor.'s of that Commission disclose the fol- 
lowing deliverances on the subject: 

1. The Chief Signal Ofticer of the army, under 
date of April 1s and May 6, 1884, asked if a per- 
son then serving as his private secretary, but 
who was an enlisted man, mignt receive a 
civilian appointment as private secretary under 
the first exception of rule 19. To this inquiry 
the commission replied, under date of May 
1884, that the private secretary referred to di 
not come under the exemption contemplated in 
Clause lof rule 19, and added: ‘*The confiden- 
tial clerk or secretary there mentioned was de- 
signed to include only those provided for by law 
as clerks or secretaries of the heads of the seven 
executive departments, and those of the heads 
of offices included in the departments, such as 
the Post Oftices and Customs offices, throughout 
the country.” 

II. In a letter dated April i9, 1885, the Solicitor 
of the ‘reasury requests the opinion of the 
commission * whether the position of a confiden- 
tial clerk in his office falla within the exemption 
from examination under ruie 19,” Replying on 
the same date, the commission states: '* Regard. 
ing the office of Solicitor-General as a distinct 
office within the meaning of rule 19, and univer- 
standing that the duties of the position to be 
filled are hereafter to be strictly those of a con- 
fidential clerk in such office, it is tne opinion of 
the commission that an anpointment may be 
made without examination.” (it will be ob- 
served thatthe inguiry was made by the Solic- 
itor of the Treasury with reference to his own 
office and that the opinion of the commission is 
given with reference to another office, viz,, that 
of Solicitor-Genera].) 

Iil. In a letter to the Secretary of the Interior 
the Commissioner of Patents states that he de- 
sires to have aconfidential clerk sppointed in 
his office, and givesit as his opinion that such 
clerk may be appainted under clause |, rule 19, 
without examination, and the Secretary of the 
Interior, in a letter to the commission dated 
Aug, &, 1885, forwarding the letter of the Com- 
missioner of Patents and concurring in the 
Commissioner’s construction of clause 1, rule 19, 
asks if a confidential clerk or secretary muy be 
appointed to the Commissioner of Patents with- 
out examination. The Civil Service Commission 
replied on the same day, Aug. 6, 1885, saying that 
“A confidential clerk of the Commissioner of 
Patents may under clausel of rule 19 be ap- 
pointed without examination,” 

V. The Postmaster-General, in a Jetter dated 
Aug. 11, 1885, asks if it is proper for him to ap- 
point as a confidential clerk to the First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General a third class clerk to 
filla vacancy in that grade. Replying on the 
lith of August, the commission states that in 
its view _‘‘aconfidentiul clerk tothe First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General may, under the first 
ciauae of rule 19 be appointed without examina- 

on.”’ 

It will be seep from the foregoing that 
the commission on the 5th of May, 1884, de- 
clared distinctly and unequivocally that * the 
confidential clerk or secretury there mentioned 
(in clause l, rule 19) was des gned to include 
only those provided for by law gs clerks or cece 
retaries of the heads of the sevem executive de- 
partments and those of the heads of offices not 
included in the departments, such as the Post 
Offices and customs offices throughout the 
country,” and subsequently on three occasions, 
bamely, <April 17, 1885, Aug. 6, 1885, and 
Aug. 17, 188, gave its opinion that can- 
fidential clerks might be appointed without 
examination to heads of offices within the seven 
executive departments. The reconciling of the 
original declaration with the subsequent action 
I ieave to others. 1] may say, however, that re- 
peated conversations with members of the com- 
mission on this subject leave no doubt on my 
raind that the deciaration of May 5, 1885, ex- 
pressed the unanimous opinion of the commis- 
sion, and one it had entertuined from the forma- 
tion of the rules until the moment it was uttered. 
How far tbe subsequent action of the commis- 
sion was influenced by opinions given by the 
Solicitor and First Controiler of the Treasury I 
am notable tosay; but it 18 quite likely that 
those opinions, which will be found below, had 
some effect in determining that action. 

The Solicitor of the Treasury, tn a letter dated 
July 11, 1883, gives it as his opinion that the word 
*“ottice’ in rulel9 * * may be applied toa 
bureau, and, therefore, that the Secretury of the 
Treasury may employ a confidential clerk or 
secretary without civil service examination for 
duty in the office of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics.” aud the First Controller of the 
Treasury, on July 138, 1885, states that he thinks 
the word " office’ in rule 19“ may be applied to 
a bureau and that the Secretary of tne Treasury 
can employ a confidential clerk or secretary for 
duty in the Bureau of Statistics without his un- 
dergoing a civil service exumination.” On the 
23a of July the Controller repeats the above lan- 
guage and adds the following: “ Provided the 
law provides for guid confidential clerk or secre- 
tary and aiso provides a salary for the same.”’ 

The interpretation given to the word “ office”’ 
by the Solicitor and First Controller of the 
Treasury would clearly make it apply to any 
bureau or office in the executive departmeuts 
at. Washington, and would to that extent, if au- 
thoritative, modity the original construction 
placed upon 1¢ by the Civil Service Commission, 
If the interpretation is accepted then the Third 
Auditor is “the head of an office,” but, on the 
other hand, if the original construction of the 
commission prevails he is not the “head of an 
office” jn the contemplation of the rule. 

The second question to be considered is: Is 
the Third Auditor entitled to ‘a confidential 
clerk or secretary?" And in considering this 
question, it is necessary to determine what ‘‘a 
confidential clerk or secretary ” is, in the sense 
of thisrule. On this point the commission, in 
the 5th of May, (1884,) declaration already quoted, 
says: “* The confidential clerk or secretary there 
mentioned fn clause 1, rule 19,] was designed to 
include only those provided by law as clerks or 
secretaries,’ &c. And the First Controller, 
in his opinion of July 1885, also 
quoted above, says: ‘“*A confidential clerk or 
secretary may be appointed without civil serv- 
ce examination, &c., provided the law provides 
tor said confidential clerk or secretary, and also 
provides a salary for the same.”* Both the com- 
mission and the Controller agree that the 
words of clause l,rule 19, describe a relation, 
which, if it exists at all, exists by virtue of law. 
Does the Jaw provide for such aclerk or secre- 
tary forthe Third Auditor? The act of March 
3, 1875, (18 Stat. p. 807,) reorganizing the Treas- 
ury Department does not provide a * confidential 
clerk or secretary" for the Tbird Auditor, and 
the annual appropriation bills since that time 
contain no provision for such clerk or secre- 
tary, and no appropriation has at any time been 
made for the salary of such clerk in that of- 
fice since its organization. There is therefore 
no “confidential clerk or secretary" provided 
by law for the Third Auditor of the Treasur 
and noappropriation for the salary of ong, and, 
under the ruling of the First Controller, 
there can be no appointment to such 
position in that office. This conclusion, it 
seems to me, is inevitable, especially if we 
consiier the language of the rule, yiz., ** The 
confidential clerk or secretary of,” &c. If the 
language were ‘a confidential clerk to,” &o., 
the conclusion might perhaps be different. The 
statement of the Auditor that the business of 
his office requires that he should havea confi- 
dential clerk, and that of the acting Wparatary 
thatin his opinion the public service would be 
promoted by giving him sucha clerk, are not 
material to the case, the question being 
not what the Auditor desires, nor what 
in the opnion of the acting Secretary 
would promote the public service, but what 
the rule allows. If the question were a proposi- 
tion to amend the rule so as to allow the ap- 
poiptment of a contidential clerk, &c., without 
examination, instead of being a proposition to 
appoint one under the rule as it now is, what 
would promote the public service in connection 
with the Third Auditor's office would be a very 
proper sudject for consideration and I should 
welcome the discussion, confident that it could 
be shown to be not 80 entirely a one-sided ques- 
tion as at first sight it may appear to be.

NEW-YORKERS IN CONTROL OF THE CINOIN- 
NATI, HAMILTON, AED DAYTON. 

CINGINNAT], June 14.—The Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Railroad passed, late thig 
afternoop, into the contral of the New-York 
party, headed by H. S. Ives & Ca.. who pur- 
chased 13,200 shares at 147.. The purchase was 
completed a few minutes before 5 o’clock and 
will give the buyers 82,496 shares out of 35,000 to 
yote at the annual election to-morrow. The pur- 
chase was made necessary by the failure of 
the Superior Court, sitting in General Term, to 
dissolve the pool agreement, This was entered 
into in March and provided for the transfer of 
the legal title of all the stock that should sign to 
three Trustees, who were to issue to the real 
owners of the stock pooled certificates which 
entitled the bolders to all dividends earned by 
the stock, the voting Dower to remain irrevoca- 
bly in the hands of the Trustees. The 
agreement was signed by the owners of 
more than half of the 385,000 shares, and 
the pool certificates were issued by the Trustees, 
H. J. Jewett, A. S. Winslow, and Cassimir Werk. 
Some time afterward the Wall-street party ap- 
peared in the market as purchasers of Cincin- 
Nati, Hamilton and Dayton stock through Al- 
bert Netter, broker. Their buying ran the price 
up by degrees from 100 to 160. They bought 
12,700 snares of unpooled stock and 6,596 shares 
Of the pooled certificates, This would have 
given them control bad the pool not been in ex- 
istence, but in the pool they were in a minority. 

The next step was 9 suit in the Superior Court 
to dissolve the poo! on a claim that it was illegal. 
The court announced its decision this morning. 
The finding was that the agreement was valid so 
long as the stockholders who were parties to 
it were willing that their right to vote 
should be exercised by the pool Trust- 
ees. But the Trustees could not vote 
stock against the protest of its owners. 
The protests which haa been entered represented 
6.596 shares of the pooled stoek. Under the de- 
Cision these shares could not be voted at to- 
Morrow's election by either the Trustees or the 
New-York party, though upon final hearing 
the right to vote it would have passed 
to the New-Yorkers. This left the paoal 
Trustees still in control, although they 
held only two-fifths of he stock. the 
New-York party wanted to obtain oon- 
trol at the final hearing of the case, the elec- 
tion would pass and the road would remain un- 
der its present management for another year. 
There was much running to and fro in Third- 
street during the afternoon, resulting in the 
purchase, by the Wall-street interest, at the 

our named, of all but 700 shares of the remain- 
ing pooled certificates. 

It is understood that at the election to-morrow 
an entirely new board will be chosen, C, C.

of the road, expects to be retired. He is a son 
of Chief-Justice Waite and a son-in-law of H. J.

IRELAND'S READY SONS: 


QUICKLY RESPONDING TO THE 
CALL FOR AID. 

AN ENTHUSIASTIC MERBTING LAST EVENING, 
AN ADDRESS ISSUED, AND ABOUT 
$14,000 RAISED AT ONCE, 

That Irish-Americans are not disheart- 
ened by the recent defeat of the Home Rule bill 
in Britain’s Parliament was fully proved by the 
enthusiastic meeting of the Irisn Parliamentary 
Fund Association at the Hoffman House last 
evening. Eugene Kelly, the Chairman and 
Treasurer of the committee, presided, and the 
parlor was crowded by prominent Jrish-Amer- 
icans of the city. On calling the meeting to 
order Mr. Kelly explained that the time 
was one for action, not for talking, 
and that Irishmen and sons of Irishmen 
in this country, together with all lovers of 
liberty, should rally once more and contribute 
the money necessary to carry onthe campaign 
now about to open. Money was needed and 
needed at once, and in goodly sums, to assist the 
people in Ireland to return to Parliament as 
many, if not more, members who favor and will 
vote for and support Mr. Gladstone’s bill giving 
home rule to Ireland. 

An appeal “to all lovers of liberty’”’ had been 
prepared by the committee, and was read to the 


meeting by Judge Edward Browne. Following 
fre extracts from the appeal: 


“ The advance guard in the contest for home rule for 
Ireland has been checked, not deteated, but its forces, 
full of confidence, remain upon the fleld in a bold and 
co: manding positicn, ready to meet ayain the issue of 
treedom against oppression. ‘The coming election in 
Great Britain and Ireland will present the decisive 
tleld of combat, and the great party ef aristocracy and 
intolerance, controlled by prejudice, passion, and ran- 
cor, Which has from time immemorial opposed every 
meusure of reform and true progres® constitute the 

orces which are now wpposed to the party of freedom. 

Jefeat is traditional with this party of retrogression 
and stubborn opponents of justice; but in this scrug- 
wle, nevertheless, no effort. no obstacle, will be spared 
by them. Maney will be expended lavishly, and all the 
power of which they are possessed will be called into 
existence tu ald them in their endeavors to resist the 
enlightenment of our age and the march of human 
trcedom. While the champions of justice are reaay 
for the fray, to meet them with unabated couraye and 
force, they now require substantial pecuniary aid to 
make thair success Certuin, ‘bat it will be given im- 
mediately and generously we do nnt doubt. ‘hat home 
rule M4 ecome an existing tact we do not hesitate to 
asser 


After paying a tribute to Gladstone and quot- 
ing from his address, in whica he pleads for jus- 
tice to Ireland, the address continues: 

oe we believe that the issue involving the fate and 
happiness of all the inhabitants of Ireland is too 
great to be abandoned or allowed to suffer for want of 
aid. lt 1g two sacred to betried by angry discussion 
or a'llowed to degenerate into the riotous violence of 
an infuriated and brutal mob. The friends of Ireland 
will, we trust, continue to preserve the admirable, 
calm judgment and self-control which have recently 
added so much dignity to their attitude and enlisied 
the respect of the civilized world. Irelund’s interests 
require and demand from her people unvarying pa- 
tience, with endurance and fortitude, sustained by the 
firm and unalterable reliance that thelr course 1s in 
the nands of able, faithful, and ssagacious advocates, 
who have won for it friends and supporters all over 
the eurth.” 


After renewing expressions ot unabated con- 
fidence in the statesmanship and fidelity ‘of 
Charles Stewart Parnell, the address concludes 
as follows: 

‘*In the cantest which Ireland’s Parliamentary party 
have now to meet they need money. Such helpas 
American cilizens and sympathizers can, with due re- 
spect for their obligations as such, give to the good 
cause of human freedom, which long ago Washington 
and his associates championed : ere, will, we are as- 
sured, be generously and freely given. Irishmen and 
descendants of Irishmen everywhere, rise to u similar 
greatness of principle and action! Kenew your pledges, 
and to the last man among you put forth your efforts, 
now and hereafter. until the land of your fathers is 
the land of self-goreroment and the home of pros- 
postty jand peace, and increase, if need be, those 
efforts. 


After the adoption of the address and the read- 
ing of telegrams from Cincinnati and Worcester 
urging the speedy raising of funds, the business 
of the meeting began. Mr. Kelly stated that the 
money must he raised at once,as the elections 
would be begun and concluded in the month of 
July. He subscribed $1,000 amid vociferous ap- 
pDlause, and then read a letter from Richard 
O'Gorman and Thomas Addis Emmet, Trustees 
of the old ‘48 1und, by which they turned 
over the balance of that fund in their hands—

ney became tired of him. Waite was carefully 
guarded by Detective Sergeant Frinck, who re- 
ceives a salary of $1,600 a year from the city. 

Mr. Frinck was also lodged and fea at Mr.

ginning of the prosecution of the boodle men 


Mr. Nicoll has thought, talkea, and dreamed 
of nothing sise, and has bent all his energies in 
one direction—that of securing the conviction 
of the boodle men. In order that Waite might 
be securely kept from the society of reporters 
or 1884 A.dermen and their friends Mr. Nicoll 
was ready to bear the expense of caring for 
Waite and his detective guardian, and it is not 
likely that Mr. Nicoi: will ever present a bill to 
thig city for boarding and .ooming Wuite and 
Frinck. Waite would bave been quartered ip

When Nicoll tired of Waite, another boarding 
place was found for the informer and Frinck, 
and they are now living at the expense of this 
city. The politicians tnink that Waite should 
either be required to give bail for his appearance 
or be locked up in tne House of Detention. They 
object to the manner in which he is being treat- 
ed, and use anything but complimentary lan- 
guage in their references to bim. They say that 
Mr. Martine should change his course in his 
manner of dealing with Waite, and do not at all 
like the idea of allowing the informer protection 
in the shape ofa detective who is paid $1,600 a 
year by this city. Mr. Martine says that as he ig 
the District Attorney of this county he proposes 
to attend to the duties of his oftice in his own 
way, and does not intend to take any advice 
from the politicians who are anxious to muke 
Waite’s life uncomfortable. 

Jacob Sharp’s friends—and they can find 
plenty ofroom to move about in avery small 
hall bedroom—are jubilant over the generally 
accepted idea that the District Attorney cannot 
discover the slightest evidence upon which to 
secure his conviction. It was said yesterday 
that Inspector Byrnes bad tried very hard re- 
cently to engage Mr. Sharp in private conversa- 
tion, but that Mr. Sharp beld up his hands at 
each approach of the chlef of the detectives, and 
said to him, “Go away trom me, Byrnes, I won?t 
talk to you privately. If you want tosay any- 
thing to me you must say it in the preseuce of a 
crowd.” 

One of * Billy’? Moloney’s oldest frionds said 
toa TIMES reporter yesterday: “I am uston- 
ished overthe fact that the newspapers have 
magnified Moloney into a map of so much con- 
sequence. Killy was always a tly-away sort of 
fellow, and who would have thought of intrust- 
ing $450,000 or $20,000 to his care? How many 
business men of New-York woula permit any 
ot their most trusted friends to carry $100,000 for 
them? Wouldany sane man give into Billy 
Moloney’s possession $450,000 tor crocked pur- 
poses when it was known that Billy might 
keep the money without danger of any: 
body squealing upon him? Not muen, 
Don’t believe any such nonsense. Moloney 
was clerk of the Railroad Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen of 1884, and as such clerk 
was completely under the control of the Chair- 
man of that committee. Moloney wus com- 
pelled to do what hedid by direction of tne 
Chairman, and he may have been paid lib- 
erally for his peculiar services, but when any 
body tells me that Moloney handled all of that 
boodle orany great part of it L look upon that 
person us a fool.” 

* Do youthink Moloney will ever come 
New-York to testify against the Aldermen ?” 

**No, I do not. and further I do not believe 
that Moloney can tell anything upon which 4 
conviction cap be secured. Mr. Martine will be 
compelled to fly higher than Moloney if he 
wants to get evidence of any great value, and 
you can wager any amount upon that.” 

District Attorney Martine has not yet decided 
which of the Aldermen stall next be tried.

RACING YACHTS IN TRIM 
COMPETITIORS IN THE ATLANTIC 


CLUB’S REGATTA, 

OUR GREAT SLOOPS, INCLUDING THE MAY- 
FLOWER, EXPECTED TO TAKE PART— 
CHANCES FOR VICTORY AND GLORY. 

The preparations for the Atlantic 
Yacht Club Regatta to-day are all complete, 
and, unless the weathsr is unfavorable, New- 
Yorkers will have an opportunity of seeing 40 
yachts start, and amongthem certainly three, 
if not four, of the largest sloops in the world. 
The race between these sloops promises to bea 
contest such as has never been witnessed before 
in American waters. The Mayflower is entered 
for the race. She put into Newport on 
Sunday afternoon, and started thence at an 
early hour yesterday morning. She passed City 
Island at 5:05 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
will probably be found at the Atlantic Yacht 
Club anchorage early this morning, but as she 
has not been out of water since she was launched 
her bottom is in no condition for racing. It is 
just possible, however, that Gen. Paine may 
conclude to start her anyway for the purpose of 
ascertaining how she will sail with the other 
boats. As the Mayfiower is not here her gailing 
measurement according to the Atlantic system 
has not been ascertained. The Priscilla’s sailing 
measurement, according to this system, is &9 
feet 10 inches; the Atlantic’s, 88 feet 2 inches, 
and the Puritan's, 85 feet 6inches. Hence the 
Atlantic will have to allow the Puritan and the 
Priscilla silows both. The Priscilla allows the 
Atlantic 58seconds and the Puritan 2 minutes 
and 12 seconds. The Atlantic will therefore 
have to allow the Puritan 1 minute and 19 
seconds, In her trial 
Sunday, the Atlantic gave great satisfaction to 
those on board of her. She really did not come 
close enough to the Puritan to have a brush 
with her, but she did bave a brush with the 
Priscilla, running with free sheets, and she 
proved her ability to go through the water 
quite as fast as the fron sloop on that point of 
sailing. ’ 

The chances are in favor of asmoky south- 
paster, with plenty of sea outside of the Hook to- 
day, and in that case there will be a lively thrash 
to windward from the Scotland to the Sandy 
Hook Lightship. In consequence of the rain 
none of the big sloops jeft their anchorage yes- 
terday. The time was putin on the Atlantic in 
making some trifling alterations in the set of the 
foot of ber mainsail. The following are the 
pames of the yachts entered for to-day’s race, 
with the names of their owners and the letters 
and numbers they will carry on their sails 1o-dis- 
tinguish them:

SHEEP KILLERS ON STRIKE. 


ee 
DETERMINED? TO STAY OUT UNTIL THE LAST 
EMPLOYER YIELDS. 
The sheep slaughterers of this city, Jer- 


sey City, and Brooklyn, who struck for an ad- 
vance of 244 cents per head for killing sheep, 


butchers acceded to their demands and im- 
plored them to go to work. The butcher firm 
that holds out and defies the slaughterers is that 
off D. Harrington & Co., at Forty-third-street 
and First-avenue, this city. It slaughters and 
dresses about 8,500 sheep and lambs a week. In 
Jersey City about 50 slaughterers and dressers 
are on strike. The boss butchers offered 
to pay them 124% cents per sheep, and 
two of them offered the men 15 cents per head. 
The employers urged that if the strike contin- 


ued Chicago butchers would take advantage of 
the opportunity to forward large quantities of 
dressed mutton to the permanent injury of the 
local industry. But the men refused to work. 
They said they had promisea their New-York 
and Brooklyn fellow-siaughterers that they 
would not return to work until every employer 
had acceded to their demands. 

D. Harrington & Co. advertised for sheep 
butchers yesterday, promising instruction to men 
not fully capable. Mr. Harrington said a num- 
ber of new men would be set at work to-day. 
Should he not succeed in getting good work 
from new hands, he said, he would retire from 
business. He had been paving his men from $20 
to $30 a week, and that was all his trade would 
warrant. 

The strikers assembled yesterday at No. 855 
Second-avenue. They said they were compelled 
to stay out until Harrington should yield, be- 
cause there was a combination among the bosses 
against the men. Should they return to work 
in other stockyards the bosses would kill sheep 
for Harrington until he wasable to procure 
scab slaughterers from otber parts of the coun- 
try. A number of the men had tried to get up a 
co-operative sheep butchering business, but they 
found that the bosses had a combination all over 
the country, and forbade the stockmen and farm- 
ers from —— to any one except themselves 
under pain of a boycott. 

Atameceting last night of the Journeymen 
Butchers’ Protective Association at Kasefang’s 
Hall, Seventh-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street, 
there were many proposals for membership, and 
mneasures were taken to holda public meeting. 
This isan offshoot of the German association, 
and is designed for the benefit of those who 
speak only English.

LAKE SUPERIOR IRON MINES. 

Derroit, Mich., June 14.—Over 650,000 
tons of iron ore had been shipped up to Satur- 
day last from the Lake Superior ports of Es- 
canaba, Marquette, St. Ignace, Ashland, and 
Two Harbors. This is just twice as much as 
had gone forward at a corresponding date last 
year. The new Gogebic range is rapidly com- 
ing into prominence, and will have no little to 
do hereafter in the way of shipments and prices. 
The Colby Mine bas shipped to date over 50,000 


tons, and by July 1 will bave shipped from Asb- 
land fully 100,000 tons, The Chapin, Vulcan, and 
Republic Mines—the two former of the Meno- 
minee range and the fatter in Marquette County 
—are shipping at about the same rate as the 
Colby, but their total product for this year 
will in all probability fall short of the 
Colby’s, which bids fair to exceed 800,000 tons. 
The Ashland, Aurora, and Norrie are the prin- 
cipal mines besides the Culby. There is no 
doubt that 3,000,000 tons of ore will’ be shipped 
from the various iron ranges of Lake Superior 
this season. The iron ore men have at last made 
up their minds that the day of bonanza prices is 
over, andthatthey oan no longer expect the 
enormous returns they have received ou mining 
investments. The ruling prices at which ore is 
sold will allow a good mine to make a profit. A 
poor mine cannot be worked with any reasona- 
ble hope of profit. The big mines have not yet 
secured a monopoly of the business, and never 
will, as some small mines can produce their ore 
as cheaply as the larger ones. 





A TICKET THIEF SENTENCED. 

LovIsvILLez, Ky,, June1l4.—H. B. Tascott, 
who was arrested last February while trying to 
negotiate with ticket brokers for the purchase 
of 100 railroad tickets issued by the Florida 
Southern Railroad from points in Florida to Chi- 
cago and return, was before the Circuit Court 
this morning under indictment for grand lar- 
ceny found by the Grand Jury at ita March 
term. After a consultation with his attorney, 
Kobn, the plea of not guilty was withdrawn and 
a plea of guilty entered. Upon this plea thecase 
was submitted to a jury, and Tascott’s punish- 
ment was fixed. at one year in. the peniten- 
tiary. Sentence was immediately passed upon 
bim. He bas altogether lost the flippant airand 
stylish appearance which marked him when first 
imprisoned, and now appears to be a very com- 
mon sort of thief. He was agent for the com- 
pany at the time the tickets were stolen. The 
totul valuation of the stolen tickets was $4,000. 


RESTRAINED FROM LOCATING. 

Fort WortH, Ark., June 14.—Last night 
word was received from Mobestil,in Wheeler 
County, that an officer of the district cour 
(Judge Beckham) had served J. O. B. Street, 
Surveyor of Greer County, with the injunction 
issued here restraining Street from locating any 
land certificates issued by Commissioner of the 
Land Office Walsh, of Texas. Attorney-General 
Templeton obtained the writ, but it was feared 
that Street would bein Greer County at his work 
before he could be reached. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral does not believe Greer open to location, and 
seeks to avoid litigation to the State by locating 
and issuing patents to those lands. The title to 
Greer County is not yet in Texas, the National 
Government claiming it aspart of the Indian 
Territory. 








WORK FOR THE LAWYERS. 
From the London Truth. 

A remarkable case will shortly be: de- 
cided in the Court of Chancery. About five 
years ago Mr. Ayling, of Portsmouth, died 
leaving his property to his wife during her wid- 


owhood, but, if she married again it was to_ be 
divided among theirseven children. In 1883 Mrs. 
Ayling married and the property was accordinog- 
ly divided. Two years later, however, it turned 
out that the second marriage was invalid, the 
husband being a bigamist, and Mrs. Ayling 
found herself deprived both of husband and 
property. She has now applied to the court for 
a@ restitution of the property her husband left 
her ‘‘for life or widowhood.” The case is com- 
plicated by the fact that one of heréons has dis- 
posed of his share; and altogether there is the 
prospect of some right profitable work for the 
lawyers. 











ROMAN COINS FOUND IN ENGLAND.

A singular discovery of old Roman coins 
bas been made at Milverton, a suburb of Leam- 
ington.

Roman amphora containing between 200 and 300 
coins in silver and copper of the very_ earliest 
date, and in excellent preservation.

HIS PICCADILLY QUARTERS AND HIS FIRST 


TRIP TO EUROPE. 
From the London World. 

Mr. Mackellar was a traveler and an 
artist before he took to hotelkeeping, and the 
soft carpet and tall eight-day clock in his en- 
trance hall savor more of some sleepy country 
house than ot Piccadilly. The suite of roums to 
the right is at present dedicated to Mars and 
Valentine Baker, while those to the left are 
tenanted by literature and Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. A lady secretary sits hard at work 
at a baize-coverea card table in the little 
antechamber, Her task is a formidable one, but 
she is diligent and methodical, and is engaged 
just now in sorting a vast pile of letters, and ar- 
ranging them in drab paper baws neatly labeled 

Invitations up to date,” ‘ Congratulations,” 
“ Autographs,” ‘*Newspaper cuttings,” and 
“Miscellaneous.” Sie smiles as you enter, 
Pauses an instant from her labors. assures you 
that ‘‘ the doctor” will be at liberty as soon asan 
American lady correspondent takes her depart- 
ure, favetiously describes her serviceable attire 
as sackcloth trimmed with ashes, and apologizes 
for the ink spots which are her appropriate 
badges of office. e door of the adjoining 
room opens presently, and Oliver Wendell 
Holmes welcomes you cordially to his pleasant 
nied-d-terre. The walls are adorned with Mr. 
fackellar’s pictures of Italian scenery; a 
Turkey carpet is spread over the floor; a green 
screen halt hides the dining table; the peacock- 


blue velvet upholstery is here and there 
concealed by bright covers of flowered 
chintz, and Mrs. Sargent, Dr. Holmes’s 


daughter and companion, is busied in arranging 
buttercups and bluebells among the family pho- 
tographs andimposing French ornaments which 
crown the monumental mantelpiece of gray 
Griotte marble. The table in ene window 
bas been appropriated by Mrs. Sargent. 
Here she keeps her own ¥riting materials, 
& portrait of her brother, already, at 40, 
a Judge of the Supreme Cuourt of Massa- 
chusetts, and a neat volume inscribed ** Visits 
P'd and Ree’d”; and it ig here (when she has done 
with the flowers) she will sit down to answer 
the notes which have just arrived from Ladies 
Rosebery and Harcourt and Mrs. Max Miiller. 
A wickerwork lyre filled with primrose roots, (a 
preseut from Chester,) finds a place on a neigh- 
boring tabouret, and pots of tulips offer a pict- 
uresgue contrast to the /imes, Murray's guides, 
the Indicator Map of London, London of To- 
Day, the Sachel Guide to Europe, and a dozen 
kindred aids to travel. 

We are almost at the end of May; the Derby 
carnival is at bund, and the sunshine steals cheer- 
fully through the panels of colored glass in the 
windows, but a fire burns in the broad grate, 
and Dr. Holmes wears a thin overcoat as he sits 
and writes atx Chippendale table, with faps, in 
the lightest corner of the room. “One does not 
make blood quickly at 76... he remarks, as he 
once more sits down in the vicinity of a heap 
of unfathomable correspondence which has 
not yet been passed on to the lady secretary. 
A translation of Aischylus peeps out from under 
the letters, and you catch occasional gli: pses of 
‘**Lett’s Stranger’s Clue Map to London,” ** The 
Popular Guide to Westminster Abbey,” and 
**The Book Buyer.’ Close to the inkstand lies a 
gold pen fastened firmly into a wiant swan’'s 
quill. It attracts your attention, and ‘*the Auto- 
crat” tells you that it is his most prized posses- 
sion, and that he has constantly used it for eight- 
and-twenty years. It has only recently been 
supplanted for literary work by the stylograph, 
which Dr. Holmes employed exclusively while 
writing his *“* Life of Emerson,” and believes to 
be the greatest possible boon to authors and 
jourpalists. A well worn black note book, in 
the half opentable arawer, claims also a bieh 
place in ita owner's affections. In it Dr. Holmes 
bas for many years been accustomed to jot 
down analyses of books worth remembering, 
—— epitaphs, and impressions of men and 
things, 

Oliver Wendell Holmes is soon in the midst of 
& narrative bristling with keen observation, 
quiet humor, and epigram, and as he talks he re- 
minds you somewhat of Richard Quain. “I am 
now,” he says, with the faintest American ac- 
cent, “over bereona Kip Van Winkle expert- 
ment, which recalls to my mind with inde- 
scribable vividness the incidents of my 
former visit to Europe. My journeys in 
the Philadelphia and the Uticn; the bois- 
terous fun of poor Tom Appleton, my 
traveling companion; the deep _ feeling 
awakened in my breast by the first sound of 
English church bells; my pilgrimage to the 
deck of the Victory; the venerable cicerone of 
Carisbrook; the stately spire of Salisbury; my 
Sunday r:ading of Hannah More on Salisbury 
Plain; my studies at La Pitié; my dinners at 
the Café Procope, the Trois Fréres Provencaux, 
and the Petit Rocher in the Quartier Latin; 
Mile. Mars, Ligier, Lemaitre, Déjazet, Taglioni, 
and Aurioi the clown; Louis Philippe, le © oi Ci- 
toyen, with his pear-like countenance: my visit 
to Switzerland; my mousing for o.d books on 
the guerst the dim religious light of St. Etienne 
du Mont; the vast solitude of St. Eustache; the 
famous duel between Bugeaud and Dulong; 
and my trip to Holland. all come back with the 
distinctness of a photograph to my mentul pict- 
ure gailery,”’ Dr. Holmes is beginning to talk 
about England, when the untiring courier-maid 
aunounces that an unknown poet witha com- 
plimentary ode is without, and will not be 
denied. ‘“*I must see the poor fellow,” 
says Dr. Hoimes; and in a few minutes he jis 
listening with the most charming urbanity to 
** Dear autocrat from o’er the ocean, accept our 
kindred-blood’s devotion,” &c. The author dis- 
missed, the interrupted conversation is again 
resumed. “I came over from kotterdum 10 
1834 in a small steamer, with two letters of in- 
troduction in my pocket, which procured me 
invitations to four different meals. Mason 
Warren and Robert W. Hooper (both now 
dead) were many fellow-travelers, and we lodged 
ina quiet street outof the Stranc. The win- 
dows of Apsley House were still boarded up; I 
was awe-struck by the solemn magnificence of 
Westminster Abbey: at the Tower a big baboon

aganini at a morning concert, cried with laugh- 
ing over Listan in “* Paul Pry,” and admired 
the elder Mathews in a monolague. I have 
no time totell you of our pligrimanes to Wind- 
sor, Stratford-on-Avon, and York. The incom- 
parable loveliness of Edinburgh left a lasting 
impression on my mind; I still remember the 
view from Arthur’s Seat, and my return, only 
too soon, to Calais, where I tried to tread re- 
spectfully in the footsteps of Sterne, and studied 
his ‘Preface written in a désobligeante’ sitting 
in asimilar vehicle in the historical stable-yard 
of M. Dessein.”

WANT TO BUILD AN ELECTRIC ROAD, 

Str. Louts, Mo., June 14.—There will be 
introduced in the Houseof Delegates tos-morrow 
evening a bill authorizing the construction and 
maintenance of an electrio elevated railway, 
double track, standard gauge, with sidings, turn- 
outs, and buildings. The franchise will be asked 
by Thomas O'Reilly, his assigns and successors. 
The termini of the road will be at Fourth-street 
and Forest Park, the distance between being about 
four anda half miles. The bill provides that the 
road shall be constructed as nearly as possible 
over the middle of the streets, upon machine 
wrought iron, and the motive power shall be 
electricity only. Mr. O'Reilly says that Eastern 
capitalists will furnish the money, and will com- 
mence the construction of the road within a 
week after the passage of the bill.

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury, 
Mr. Faircsip, is sick of trying to collect 
the high ad valorem duties on silks, on 
cotton and linen laces and embroideries, 
und on gloves. In effect, he gives it up. 
The best efforts of the department have 
been in vain. He suggests now to Mr. Mor- 
RISON a scheme of specific duties, with a 
low (15 per cent.) ad valorem duty in most 
cases, on these goods. He-does not aim 
to change the rates. He doesnot offer his 
own suggestion as being in his opinion 
what ought to be the amount-of taxation 
to be levied. He simply says that these 
duties will be approximately equivalent 
to those which the law now calls for 
but does not collect. The argument is un- 
answerable, and the suggestions are 
sound, but they might as well be ad- 
dressed to the proposed Parliament in 
Dublin for all the good they will do. Con- 
gress does not dare touch the tariff, and 
will not do so until the people compel it. 


The corporation Senators are resorting 
to all manner of unworthy tactics in de- 
fense of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
land grant. Yesterday Mr. MiTcHeE.., of 
Dregon, attempted to load down Van 
Wyck’s amendment with another which 
would save to the company a part of the 
lands on the Jine from Wallula to Port- 
land, which has been practically given 
up. Then filibustering was resorted to 
for the purpose of prolonging the 
flebate and producing delay, and 
finally an adjournment was forced 
by breaking up the quorum. The friends 
of Van Wvyoxk’s amendment. have plenty 
of arguments to offer, while its opponents 
poem te rely on staving off action. The 
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amendment is, in fact, very lenient to the 
company, allowing it all the iands earned 
up to the time the bill shall become a law, 
although the conditions of the grant re- 
quired that the road should be completed 
nearly seven years ago. 








It is expocted that three of the four big 
sloops that are to compete for the honor 
of taking up the challenge of the Galatea 
for the America’s Cup will sail in the 
regatta of the Atlantic Club to-day. All 
four have been built as a result of the 
challenge of the Genesta last year. They 
are by far the largest one-masted yachts 
that have been built in this country 
since the days of the Maria. Our 
yachtsmen long ago concluded that 
for cruising and for pleasure sailing, 
when the dimensions of these vessels were 
reached, the schooner rig was handier, 
safer, cheaper, and more comfortable than 
that of asloop. They are probably of that 
opinion still, but the sloop is certainly the 
faster, and we had no choice but to pro- 
vide sloops when the trophy of yachting 
supremacy was challenged by a cutter. 
There are some interesting questions to 
be decided by the preliminary races of 
which the first is sailed to-day, inasmuch 
as the competitors present very consider- 
able variations of model. People who 
are not partisans will be inclined to hope 
that the indications given by the victory 
of the Furitan last year may be con- 
firmed, and that a compromise between 
the ‘‘lead mine” and the ‘skimming 
dish” may prove as desirable for speed as 
it undoubtedly is for the other qualities 
that a yacht ought to possess. 








It may be doubted if, in the whole 
course of education in Irish affairs which 
Christendom has undergone of late, there 
has been any more important or ‘suggest- 
ive piece of evidence than that which we 
printed on Sunday in the form of the 
Leitrim lease. English public feeling 
has always been particularly quick to re- 
sent the institution of a parallel between 
the condition of Ireland and that of Po- 
land or Russia. So recently as last year, 
when Englishmen had generally become 
impressed with the necessity of great and 
sweeping changes in the management of 
Ireland, Mr. CHAMBERLAIN was sharply 
criticised by even party friends for going 
to the length of likening Dublin to War- 
Yet it is not easy to believe that 
either the Polish peasants or the Rus- 
sian mujiks, in the old days of 
revolt and serfdom, ever suffered under 
a despotism so complete in details and so 
merciless in spirit as this which is shown 
to have existed in Donegal eight years 
ago. The old Earl was shot, as is now 
well known, for offenses of an even more 
personal character against his tenants, 
but a study of the printed lease which it 
was his pleasant habit to impose upon the 
wretches who owned him as landlord 
must excite surprise that these extra 
crimes were needed to prompt his taking 
off. Not the least interesting feature of 
the exposition is the inference to be 
drawn from Bishop LoGur’s report—that 
the present Earl is regarded by the grate- 
ful tenants as an improvement upon his 
predecessor, from the fact that, although 
raising the rents, he has allowed evicted 
people to reoccupy the roofless huts from 
which the earlier tyrant drove them,

THE NOONEY BILL VETOED. 

The Governor has given the most con- 
clusive answer to the charge that he was 
in a *‘ deal’? which bound him to sign the 
Excise Commission bill by withholding 
his approval from that measure and giv- 
ing his reasons in a very explicit and 
straightforward manner. If he gaveany- 
body reason for supposing that he would 
be so inconsistent with his own profes- 
sions as to sign such a bill he must have 
concluded that prudence and self-interest 
required him to disappoint the expectation 
he had raised. But we prefer to believe 
that he never gave any assurance on the 
subject, and never intended to disregard 
his pledges or the just claims of the peo- 
ple of this city simply to oblige the cor- 
rupt politicians who assumed to guaran- 
tee his action in this matter. 

The memorandum filed with the reject- 
ed bill is an altogether satisfactory docu- 
ment, and shows that the Governor can 
be independent and outspoken on occa- 
sion. Helays down the very just doctrine 
that it is not the business of the Legis- 
lature to intervene for the settlement of 
legal disputes unless there are great pub- 
lic interests involved and serious and 
doubtful questions raised which cannot 
be speedily settled by judicial decision. 
He not only finds no such case in the 
‘“‘muddle” in excise matters 
but is ‘clearly of 
the opinion” that under the act of 
1884 the Mayor had the right to 
appoint Excise Commissioners without 
confirmation. That such was the inten- 
tion of the act does not admit of doubt 
and, as the Governor says, that intention 
should not be controlled or limited by the 
title, ‘‘ which, possibly, may not with 
strict or complete accuracy express the 
entire purpose of the bill.” There was-no 
legal complication to be settled, and Gov. 
Hitt very plainly intimates that the 
whole controversy about the act of 1884 
was raised for the purpose of furnishing 
a pretext for the ‘‘ arbitrary and unprec- 
edented action of the Legislature upon 
the false pretense of a grave legal com- 
plication.” This is a just characteriza- 
tion of what the Governor in another 
place calls a ‘questionable proceeding” 
to which he cannot be a party.

Having disposed of this legal ‘“ false 
pretense,” the Governor vigorously con- 
demns the real purpose of the bill, which 
was ‘!to deprive the present Mayor of his 
prerogative to make such appointments.” 
It was ‘‘simply a scheme to decapitate 
certain officials in order temporarily to 
make room for others.” It is refreshing 
to find the Executive speaking out in this 
unequivocal way in regard to this scheme, 
and it puts in a still more shameful light 
the action of ‘‘respectable” members of

interfering with the affairs of this city. 
He thinks it should be avoided whenever 
possible, The fact is that such interfer- 
ence by the Legislature ought to be made 
impossible, Many of the evils and short- 
comings of our municipal administration 
are directly produced by the meddling 
and muddling of the Legislature, and the 
apathy of the citizens is to a great degree 
caused by the fact that they are not per- 
mitted to regulate their own affairs and 
that their efforts are constantly thwarted 
by the Legislature, 

Gov. H1Lu is somewhat to blame for the 
passage of this Excise Commission bill. 
It was a measure concocted by politicians 
of the lowest order for the worst of pur- 
poses. A Legislature with any proper 
sense of duty and responsibility ‘would 
never have given it countenance, but even 
such a Legislature as tried the patience of 
the people of this State for four months 
and a half would never have ventured’ to 
pass it if the record of the Executive 
had been such as to give assurance 
that he would never give his sanction toa 
bill of the kind, It is not complimentary 
to Gov. Hitt that the politicians re- 
garded him as a man who might be in- 
duced to sign it and were therefore en- 
couraged in their efforts. He has either 
shown that the estimate of his character 
formed by the politicians was not a just 
one, or else he has had the sagacity to see 
that he could not afford to come down to 
their level in this case and forfeit the con- 
fidence of people, whose good opinion is 
worth more than theirs. 








A QUESTION FOR THE PRESIDENT. 


In the recent debate on the Randall 
proviso intended to emasculate the civil 
service rules the manner in which the 
rules have been administered in various 
offices was very plainly discussed. Mr. 
FinDLay, of Maryland, described and de- 
nounced the methods used by VEazry, 
the late Postmaster at Baltimore, and Mr. 
Gipson, of the same State, defended 
them. Allusion was made to the way of 
doing things in the Pension Bureau, and 
it was rather proudly admitted by Demo- 
crats that that office was not seriously 
‘*bothered” by the rules. These are in- 
dications that the opponents of the re- 
form, whatever their course may be 
in Congress, will try to render the law as 
harmless to them as they can in actual 
practice. They are confirmed by occur- 
rences in the departments at Washing- 
ton and in some of the larger offices 
throughout the country. <A claim has 
been set up, and has been approved, that 
bureau chiefs may appoint ‘‘confiden- 
tial” clerks without examination. In the 
Pension Bureau the plan is being hatched 
to ‘‘ transfer” Examiners, who, unfortu- 
nately, are exempt from examination, to 
clerkships in the department, still with- 
out examination, ascheme by whicha sort 
of private conduit is to be made through 
the Pension Bureau, and a supply of good 
partisans is kept ‘‘on tap” for the use of 
other offices. 

In this city, in the Custom House, a 
very large number of removals have been 
made and there are signs that the Veazey 
scheme will be worked to secure partisans 
for the vacant places. Already itis known 
that men who have got on the eligible list 
have been questioned as to their politics 
and the ‘‘influence” they could com- 
mand. Under the Baltimore arrange- 
ment the appointments would be gov- 
erned by the information to be had on 
these points. We do not know how far 
Mr. HrDDEN will consent to let this thing 
go. We have no doubt that Mr. Bgkat- 
TY will push it just as far as he 
can. But we wish to call tothe attention 
of both these gentlemen, and to that of all 
persons in the service having anything to 
do with appointments, that no discrimina- 
tion whatever, direct or indirect, can be 
made in favor of any person for political 
reasons without a palpable violation not 
only of the spirit, but of the letter also of 
the rules. And we invite them further 
to take notice that they can go but a very 
little way in this direction without 
danger of violating the law also and 
exposing themselves to fine and imprison- 
ment. The law and the rules are very 
clear. No honest man can misunder- 
stand them. No dishonest man can dis- 
regard or disobey them without incurring 
a grave and direct responsibility. 

That responsibility is, moreover, apart 
from the jurisdiction of the courts, to the 
President. It is with GROVER CLEVELAND 
that the account must be settled. When 
the facts are clear he will not be slow in 
calling for the account, and his judgment 
must be and will be on the side of the 
law. When politicians congratulate them- 
selves that they can carry their ends in 
spite of the law, that with technical fidel- 
ity to the rules they can evade the pur; 
pose of the law, they are mistaken. It 
cannot be done. They are reckoning with- 
out their host, and the host is the Presi- 
dent. The rules say that no “expression 
or disclosure of any political opinion or 
affiliation” shall be called for in ‘‘ any ex- 
amination or proceeding,” and ‘‘if such 
opinion or affiliation be known no dis- 
crimination shall be made by reason 
thereof by the examiners, the commission, 
or the appointing power.” This is ex- 
plicit and conclusive. It is not left to in- 
ference. It is in the plainest words in 
rules made with the approval of the 
President and promulgated by him, 
It will not be safe for Mr. Hep- 
DEN, or Mr., BEATTIE, or any other per- 
son in the service to treat the Presi- 
dent’s rules in this matter with indiffer- 
ence, or to count on his acquiescence in 
any violation or evasion of them. He is 
the Executive Head of the Government. 
Primarily it is in his hands _ that 
the power of removal lies. He 
can at any moment  disembarrass 
himself and relieve the service of persons 
who seek to pervert the powers intrusted 
by him to them to bad uses or to bring 
the policy he has chosen into contempt. 
That is his simple and ample means for 
protecting his Administration from treach- 
ery. Jt is his highest interest, as well 
as his plain duty, to seethat the reform 
to which he has pledged himself is not

A SERIOUS MISTAKE, 

The Sun is still gnawing its file. There 
are no mugwumps and there never were 
any—that is its conclusion. And forget- 
ting its own terrible experience in the 
Butler campaign, in which it sacrificed 
50,000 of its daily circulation in securing 
3,499 votes for the Labor candidate, it 
tabulates the mugwump vote in its own 
peculiar fashion, just under the sad weekly 
table of its ‘‘ regular circulation,” to prove 
that ‘‘the mugwump influence in politics 
is a minus quantity.” 

In the days when the Sun was a news- 
paper, when it had the money to collect 
news and the candor to print it, no such 
deplorable error could have crept into 
its columns. If the Swn wishes to get at 
the actual facts in reg@rd to the status and 
spread of the mugwump faith let it read 
its exchanges and note how the prema- 
ture activities of Mr. BLatinn’s friends in 
getting him ready for 1888 have aroused to 
protest and dissent influential Republican 
newspapers which supported him in 1884. 
Let it read THe Timxs’s recent dispatches 
from Rhode Island and Oregon showing 
the growth of the mugwump spirit and 
the mugwump power in those States, 
Finally, since the Swn’s sacrifices in be- 
half of Mr. BLAINE entitle it to the pos- 
session of his confidence, let its editor ask 
him and his nearest friends what they 
think about the mugwumps and their 
prospects. 

A little research will convince the Sun 
that ‘‘the mugwump influence in politics” 
isa thing of steady and solid growth; that 
it is the dominant influence to-day, as it 
was in 1884; that recent accessions to the 
ranks of the mugwumps have alarmed 
Mr. Buarne’s friends and have set them 
and him at work with desperate zeal to 
drum up Irish recruits; and that none are 
so blind as those who won’t see. 











THE KING OF BAVARIA. 

The rural Bavarians are not a reading 
people nor avery active-minded people, 
or there would be no doubts among them 
about the insanity of the King such as 
are reported to have prevailed. The last 
official act of the monarch seems to have 
been an order to his attendants to flog 
and put out the eyes of the patriotic 
Bayarians who called on him in order to 
induce him to abdicate. This was the 
culmination of a long series of freaks 
and extravagances which rendered it 
unfit that he should be ona throne or 
even at large. 

His suicide will settle any doubts that 
may have existed touching his insanity, 
even among the Bavarian peasantry, un- 
less, indeed, they take it into their heads 
that he has been murdered. But the fact of 
his suicide is in itself considered scarcely 
an evidence of insanity except in the 
sense in which Coroners’ juries, animated 
by a vague desire to be charitable to the 
dead, find that all suicides are insane. It 
is hard to say what more judicious action 
such a man as LUDWIG could perform 
when, after leading the life that he has led, 
he found himself at the end of his tether. 

Most of those who read the story of his 
life will attribute the eccentricity that 
ended. in stark madness to pure ‘‘ cussed- 
ness.”” But such persons do not make suf- 
ficient allowance for the position of a 
modern constitutional King, especially 
the monarch of such a kingdom as 
Bavaria has become since the achieve- 
ment of the unity of Germany. If 
he be a man of an <active and 
practical turn of mind he finds 
himself shut out from a career and 
forbidden to amount to anything. If he 
happens to be aman of studious tastes, 
like the late Prince Consort of England, 
he can potter about in libraries and 
amuse himself without indecorum. But 
even so he must be careful not to give 
any practical turn to his studies. Prince 
ALBERT was a very discreet person, but 
he nevertheless contrived, upon several 
occasions, to give great offense to the 
British public by remarks which 
were supposed to have a_ political 
bearing. Prince ALBERT, of course, 
was not a sovereign, and there was a nat- 
ural jealousy of him and a disposition to 
find ulterior meanings in what he said, 
because he was the husband of the sov- 
ereign and a foreigner. But if he had 
been a sovereign he would have fared no 
better, as we may see by the resent- 
ment which Queen VicToRIA has lately 
aroused in England by letting it be 
known that she has political opin- 
ions and what those opinions are. 
The King of a German State is worse off 
even than an English constitutional 
sovereign by reason that he is exposed 
not only to the jealousy of his own sub- 
jects, but to discipline from the imperial 
authorities. He cannot have any “ policy” 
for his own kingdom, nor any dignified 
occupation for himself. Soldiering is the 
only employment to which he can devote 
himself, and the privilege of devoting 
himself to soldiering is much abridged 
when he is not: at liberty to pick his 
own quarrels, but must wait for orders at 
Berlin. er 

The more active minded such a monarch 
is the worse he is off. The late King of 
Bavaria was certainly active-minded. He 
succeeded to the throne before he was of 
age, and found himself shut out from fol- 
lowing any worthy ambition, with more 
money than was good for him, and with 
a credit at that time practically unlimited 
at his command. No prudent parent 
would like to see a son in such a situa- 
tion, and any discerning bystander would 
predict of a young man so placed that 
he would come to no good. If King Louis 
had had to work for his living, or if, even 
without that beneficent necessity, he had 
had an honorable career open to him, 
there is really nothing in the story of his 
life to show that he might not have been 
a creditable and useful member of society 
and lived and died sane and respect- 
ed. In his most extravagant freaks 
there was something beyond the satis- 
faction of the appetites of mere 
debauchee. But in default of any legiti-

**BOODLE” IN THE DREAMY* ORI- 

ENT. 

It appears that New-York Aldermen 
are not the only persons who recognize 
the value of railroad franchises, and have 
found a way to turn that value to their 
own profit by devious means. The word 
‘‘boodle” is in all probability as yet un- 
known in the dominion of the Shah, but 
the principle which that expressive word 
represents has found a firm believer and 
practitioner in the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Persia, who has applied his 
knowledge of Aldermanic ways in his 
dealings with our late Minister, Mr. WInN- 
STON. . 

That gentleman, before resigning his 
Ministry, on the ostensible ground that 
he found no Americans except a few mis- 
sionaries in Persia to protect, prudently in- 
duced the Shah to sign a firman and grant 
him a franchise to build a railroad. 
The signature of the mighty ruler of 
Persia having been obtained Mr. 
Winston congratulated himself and 
proceeded to make _ preparations to 
place the stock among his wealthy 
friends at home. To his astonishment, 
however, when he applied to the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs for his firman and 
franchise, he was met with a demand for 
$30,000, as an ‘‘ installment” on the com- 
pensation required by that official. 

At the date of our correspondent’s letter 
from Teheran Mr. WINSTON had not paid 
this installment of the bribe demanded, 
but as the Minister of Foreign Affairs is 
the Shah’s brother-in-law, and has pos- 
session of the firman and franchise, there 
is little probability that our late Minister 
will ever see either of them unless he 
complies with the Minister’s terms. He 
is, in the expressive words of our inform- 
ant, ‘‘in a hole,” and the Persian Rail- 
road scheme languishes for lack of the 
nourishing ‘‘ boodle.”

DISTRICT ‘ASSEMBLY NO. 75 
THIRD-AVENUE STRIKE IS ENDED. 

District Assembly No. 75, Knights of 
Labor, held a meeting at No. 263 Bowery yester- 
day. Twenty-eight local assemblies of street 
car men each sent threeor less delegates to the 
meeting. The session began at 10:30 in the 
morning and ended at 11:20 last night. 
When Master Workman James P. Graham 
walked into the beer saloon over which the 
meeting was held last night he said that no 
business that would interest the public had been 
done. A delegate who stood at his side said: 
“We just sat there and talked, and worked 
the growler.” The meeting worked “two 
growlers.” Both were pitchers, and each of 
them held two quarts of beer. Both were emp- 
tied 16 times, so that not considering the beer 
consumed over the counter by the delégates, 
they purchased 128 pints of the amber fluid. 

Graham offered his resignation as Master 
Workman to the assembly, and it refused to ac- 
ceptit. He presented a statement of the funds 
he had_ received and expended in behalf 
of the Third-avenue strikers. It was ac- 
cepted, and once more the Third-avenue 
Strike was declared off. A delegate said: 
“The delaration this time was official.’’ 
It is weil understood that the Brooklyn street 
car men are anxious to cut loose from their 
New-York brethren and to join Brooklyn’s new 
mixed assembly. Brooklyn has 15 local assem- 
blies of street carmen. Therumor that District 
Assembly No. 75 would soon be swallowed up by 
No. 49 was said by Graham to be witnout founda- 
tion. : 

None of the strikers called upon the Third- 
Avenue Company yesterday, and Treasurer 
Beaver said that the Directors had held no meet- 
ine. Heals denied that there was any trouble 
between the company and its present employes, 
with whom, he said, the company had kept its 
agreement to the letter. The strikers rotated 
between Columbia Hall and No, 263 Bowery yes- 
terday. Their Executive Board spent the greater 
part of the day in the Bowery, sometimes in the 
meeting and sometimes looking at the delegates 
drinking beer or playing wretched pool. The 
strikers received little consolation from the dis- 
trict assembly.

“NOT ONE WORD.” 

* Not One Word” isa play so hopelessly 
bad that it would be pleasant té be able to say 
not one word about it. Mr. James Schonberg, 
who wrote it, is a centleman who is held in high 
esteem among theatrical folks, and asa trans 
lator and adapter of plays from the French and 
German he has donesome good work. He made 
an English version of * Narcisse,” one of * Fer- 
nande,” (which, we believe, bas never been used 
in a New-York theatre,) and his name was signed 
to the manuscript of “True as Steel,” a spirited 
melodrama, in which Lawrence Barrett acted 
before he became so famous ag heis now. In 
*““Not One Word,” however, Mr. Schonberg has 
failed. In conception and construction alike 
the play is lamentably weak and stupid; there 
isnotatouch of nature in it: the language is 
silly, redundant, and inconsequent; the hack 


phrases of melodrama are used so 

that an impressionable person, conan 
enough to sit through the four acts, finds bim- 
self involuntarily repeating them over in bis 
mind after the curtain has fallen, to the ex- 
clusion from his memory of even the most orig- 
inal scene in this dramatized nightmare—where 
& man who has committed a murder stands ata 
Window and witnesses the hanging of another 
man convicted of the crime, indulging the while 
in a wild and meaningless monologue. There ig 
no artistic value in this situation at all, for itis 
not logically developed; itis preceded by a lot 
of rambling, commonplace comic business 
which 1s not comic, and it is tollowed by 
an incoherent jumble that almost mad- 
dens a spectator who has a particle of 
taste or a grain ofsentiment. Beneath it ail, if 
one is inclined to look beneath, can be detected 
the author’s purpose to depict the terrors of re- 
morse and to show howa good but weak-minded 
man Can be made to go astray through the com- 
bined influence of a thankless child and rum. 
But the terrors of remorse are not depicted. The 
central personage is a tiresome old man who 
talks a good deal and suggests nothing. There 
is no poetry in the piece, no sentiment, 
no moral, no real passion. There is little action, 
and that is halting and leads to no end. It has 
all the faults of the typical sensational melo- 
arama without its merits of directness, muvee 
ment, and superficial effectiveness. 1t aims ap- 
parently to present a study of human character 
and to embody in dramatic form asad and hap- 
bdily uncommon phase of human experience. 
The author has missed his aim. If he 
had succeeded in giving substance and 
meaning to the leading personage the 
setting would have nullified them. Wecan re- 
Member no recent play quite as bad as * Not 
One Word,” except, perhaps, **My Life.” in 
which Mme. Janauschek acted. Jn Mr. Schon- 
berg’s piece Mr. Henry E. Walton is the chief 
bertormer. He is robust and painstaking. Mr. 
Walton probably meant the hero’s nervous 
clutching at his neckkerchief in the hang- 
ing scene to be suggestive. He labored 
assiduously at all times to make some- 
thing out of nothing. If he bad in his 
control the melting pathos of Jefferson in Caleb 
vlummer, the tragic force ana@ poetic sentiment 
of Booth’s Sir Edward Mortimer, and the pict- 
uresqueness and wonderful minuteness of de- 
tail Irving gives to Matthias be could not im- 
Part the semblance of reality to Mr. Schonbera’s 
Abe Hadden. * Not One Word” was put for- 
ward last night at the Grand Opera House. Mr. 
French bas finished his season there and sub-let 
the theatre. It is but fair to say that there were 
a good many people present who seemed to like 
the play.

COUNTING THE FISH IN THE PACIFIC, 
From the San Francisco Cail, June 6. 

The excitement about the Canadian fish- 
eries gives a hint as to the prospective value of 
one of the undeveloped resources of the North- 
west. The shore fishing of the Provinces, on the 
Atlantic side, is of sufficient importance to bring 
the United States and its neighbors to the verge 
of a quarrel, but it isa small matter compared 
with the opportunities openin the Northwestern 
waters on this side of the continent. The mack- 
erel fishing, which isthe present matter of dis- 
pute, is of less importance than the Banks cod- 
fishing, yet the whole extent of the Newfounde- 
land Banksis only about 70,000 square miles, 
while in the Pacific and Okhotsk we have 800, 
sauare miles,in Behring Sea almost as much 
more, and around the Choumagin Islands 80,000; 
altogether nearly ten times thearea of tbe Atlape 
tic banks. The total money value per annum of 
the fisheries on the Banks and off the east coast 
of the British North American Provinces is in 
the neighborhood of $25,000,000, which embraces 
the catch of the vessels of all nations resorting 
there. When the fisheries of the North Pacifi 
are developed to anything like the extent o 
those of the North Atlantic they will form one 
of the great industries of this coast. \

MR. WINSTON ASTONISHED 


HIS PERSIAN RAILROAD PROJECT 
MEETS AN OBSTRUCTION, 

{HE SHAH’S MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
DEMANDS HIS BOODLE AFTER THE 
FASHION OF NEW-YORK ALDERMEN. 

TEHERAN, May 20.—Mr. F. W. Winston, 
Minister to Persia, has resigned. The letter giv- 
ing his reasons for his action to the State De- 
partment at Washington was mailed eight days 
ago. These reasons are very simple ones, on 
the face of it. They recite that there is neither 
commerce nor people of the United States to 
protect here, excepting the score of Americans 
engaged in missionary labors throughout Persia. 
Mr. Winston has requested a cablegram an- 
nouncing acceptance of his resignation by June 
10, and intends to leave here as soon as the dis- 
patch arrives. After sending his resignation, 
though, on Wednesday of last week, he applied 
for a franchise to build a railroad from Teheran 
to Mohammerah or some other point on the 
Persian Gulf. I was present at the interviews 
had with the Moushir-ed-Dowleh, (Minister of 
Foreign Affairs.) and they were brief and to the 
point. His Highness stated that the Shah was 
willing to concede to the builders of the 
projected road all the mines in Persia, of what- 
ever description, not worked at the present 
hour, and also the mines now worked, at the 
same terms now existing. The railroad was to 
be begun within three years and to be finished 
within seven years, the franchise to hold good 
for ninety-nine years. The Minister stated ex- 
pressly, in the draft of the contract drawn up 

before his Majesty granted the firman, that he 
had no pecuniary interest in the whole scheme, 
and that he merely engaged himself to try and 
bring together American capitalists with a sum 
total of $100,000,000 to invest in the road. 

he preliminaries having been fixed upon as 
¥ndicated, the Shah granted a firman under his 
own signature, approving of the whole thing 
and pledging his royal word to stick to the terms 
agreed upon. Butnow comes the rub—or the 
joke, if you will. Mr. Wiuston had been slyly 
congratulating himself upon the easy way in 
which he had succeeded—without the expendi- 
ture of a copper—in wresting from the Persian 

Government a grant said to be worth millions 

of dollars. The firman having been signed, he 

Smagined himself fairly out of the wuods and 

the contract as good asin his possession. But 

he bad reckoned without his host. The Mou- 
phir-ed-Dowleh is the brother-in-law of the Shab, 
and is a man of very luxuricus habits of life, so 
that despite the large sulary and the gigantic 
bribes both from Russia and England he “ eats” 
(that’s the persian word for it—khordan,) and 
despite the fact that the Shah himself has 
snore than once paid his debts, he is head 
over heels in debt. He conformed tothe gen- 
era! custom of the country—in his case there 
being perhaps even more urgent need for it 
tban is usual—when he on his part sought to 
make a good round,sum out of the grant; 
enough at least to pay his more pressing 
debts and leave a nice margin. He had not 
contradicted the Minister when the latter told 

dim he had no financial interests to serve in advo- 

eating this railroad project, nor intimated in any 

manner his doubts of this. But that he, never- 
theless, did not believe Mr. Winston was shown 
by the fact that he kept the firman and contract 
in his hands, and sent around to Mr. Winston to 
tell him that before sundown, yesterday, he 
wanted 20,000 tomans ($30,000) as the first install- 
ment in the shape of remumeration for his 
trouble in the whole affair, adding that he in- 
tended to be reasonable, and that there never 
before had beena matter of this magnitude put 

brough so noiselessly and expeditiously in Per- 

Bia, nor so cheaply. 

Minister Winston is ina hole. It is, I believe, 
an actual fact that he has no interest whatever 
to subserve in this railroad scheme beyond the 
one to put it before the American public, to 
take up or let alone as the latter sees fit. 
He does, therefore, not like to lay out a large 
sum (for before he’d be done with the Minister 
the Moushir-ed-Dowleh would have sucked the 
lemon to the tune of $100,000 at least) for which 
be would have no return, and the payment 
of which would besides seem to plainly indicate 
that he has pecuniary interests in the project. 
On the other hand, itis pretty certain that he 
pan never convince the Persians thut his mo- 
tives in obtaining this franchise were entirely un- 
selfish—such a thing being beyond their compre- 
bension—and that if he does not “ pony up” he 
‘will not get his franchise or firman. As a matter 
of fact, Baron Reuter, who some ten years ago 
obtained a similar franchise, (afterward re- 
pudiated by the Persiun Government on tech- 
nical grounds held valid by the Russians and 
as worse than flimsy by the English,) had tospend 
over $100,000 in bribes alone before he as 
much as obtained the firman, and the experience 
of others before and after him was of a like nat- 
ure. Still, Mr. Winston will not pay, and I fear 
the whole scheme wiil go to pieces in conse- 
quence. In fact, I’m quite sureof it. Perhaps 
*tisa pity: ‘tis true—perbaps. 

While railroads as 2 general thing would not 
pay in Persia, (of that I am quite certain,) a rail- 
road to the Persian Guif, avoiding the rugged 
and mountainous districts and taking in the 
most fertile regions in Arabistan, suitable for 
cotton and sugar plantations, the fine country 
around Ispahan, &c., might return interest on the 
money invested, in time, especially if,a lot of as 
yet unopened valuable mines—of the existence 
of which the best authorities are assured—are 
given into the hands of the company to fall back 
upon, and when no restrictions or controi of 
avy kicdare attempted py the Government in 
managiag the road, conditions especially pro- 
vided forin a clauseof the drafted contract. 
But having no axeof his own to grind, Mr. Win- 
ston will not play the part of grindstone, to the 
great consternation of the natives.

DAVID VAN NOSTRAND. 

David Van Nostrand, the well known 
publisher of military and scientific books and 
importer of foreign works, died at his residence, 
in this city, No. 28 West Twentieth-street, yes- 
terday afternoon, of a complication of diseases. 
He had been unable to attend to bis business for 
a year past, and his health began to fail four or 
five years ago. Mr. Van Nostrand was born in 
this city in December, 1811. In 1826 he entered 
the bookstore of John P. Haven, at John-street 
and Broadway, where he remained eight years. 
He then associated himself with Williaf B. 
Dwight. The partnership was dissolved in 1837, 
and Mr. Van Nostrar! was afterward employed 
forsome time py Uca. J.G. Barnard, then di- 
recting the construction of the fortifications at 
New-Orleaps. 

Mr. Yan Nestrand’s tastes were literary and 
ecientific, and his contact with military and pro- 
fessional men yave him the opportunity to in- 
duige them. SO many gave him orders for 
books, relyivrg upon his good judgment for their 
selection, that he found the matter growing on 
his hands. Me opened a store at Broadway and 
John-street, opposite to that in which he had 
been first employec. His place rapidly became 
the resort of military and scientific men. Dur- 
ing the war his military publications were 
numerous. After its close his specialities were 
scientific and foreign books. In 1869 he removed 
his business to its present location in Murray- 
street. Mr. Van Nostrand had been an active 
member of the Union League Club since its or- 
ganization, and was also a member of the Cent- 
ury and St. Nicholas Clubs. He was twice mar- 
ried, and his second wife survives him. He 
leaves no children. 


“BOITEAU D’AMBLY.” 

Dieudonné Alexandre Paul Boiteau, the 
French author, who was widely known under 
his nom de plume of ** Boiteau d’Ambly,” died in 
Paris yesterday, in the fifty-seventh year of his 
age. M. Boiteau was a native of Paris, where 
he was born Nov. 25, 1829. He studied at the 
Charlemagne Lyceum and afterward at the 
Normal School, and, after gaining a fair edu- 
cation, devoted himself to literature. The light- 
er of his works, by which he is best known, 


“Tne Adventures of Baron Trenck,” was also 
his first book, and was published in 1853, a year 
after leaving school. It has been translated 
into nearly every modern language, and still 
holds a popular piace among readers of works of 
adventure. Boiteau, after publishing a few more 
works of a light nature, turned his attention to 
pelitical economy and history, and it was in 
these fields that his more important works were 
prepared. Among them was a volume on the 
** Philosophy and Politics of Béranger;” ‘* The 
Condition of France Prior to 1789; “ The Treas- 
ury and Finances of France,” and * The History 
of French Railroads.”*’ He also edited the post- 
humous works of {Béranger, and published the 
correspondence of Béranger 1n four large vol- 
umes. He was a constant contributor to the 
Artist, the Paris Review, the Athenwum, the 
Moniteur, the Courrier de la i.ibrairie, of which 
he was the editor in chief, andall the leading 
literary journals of France. 


HENRY D. SHERRERD. 

Henry D. Sherrerd, the President of the 
Insurance Company of tho State of Pennsyl- 
vania, and one of the oldest underwriters in 
Philadelphia, died yesterday morning at his 
residence, No. 1,934 Spruce-street, that city, of 
pneumonia after an illness of four weeks. Mr. 
Sherrerd was a native of Philadelphia, and was 


born on Nov. 26, 1811. Before he was 25 years of 
age he was elected Secretary of the old Atlantic 
Insurance Company of Philadelphia and resigned 
from that in 1845 to take a similar position with 
the Insurance Company of North America, where 
he remained 13 years. Oh June 7, 1857, he was 
elected to the Presidency of the company, with 
which he was connected at the time of his death. 
He was for many years a manager of the Union 
Benevolent Association, Vice-President of the 
Magdalen Society, President of the Pennsylvania 
Seamen’s Friend Society, and Treasurer of the 
Howard Hospital. He was a regular attendant 
at the West Spruce-street Presbyterian Church, 
of which he hud been an Elder and the Treasurer 
for 2l years. He was also Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Philadelphia Board of Marine Under. 
writers. Mr. Sherrerd came from an old Penn- 
sylvania family and had many relatives in the 
neighborhood of Stroudsburg and Easton. His 
immediate household consisted of three daugh- 
ters.

DR. SPITZKA’S EXPERIMENTS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

To permit the impression regarding the 
nature and drift of my recent experiments ex- 
pressed in your very thoughtful editorial on the 
subject in to-day’s TIMES to continue would be 
to mislead the public and perhaps also some 
members of my own profession. It has been sup- 
posed by many that the experiments were in- 
tended to show that hydrophobia could be 
artificially produced and that Pasteur’s method 


is without value. In reality I disclaimed any 
intention to discuss either true rabies 
or the system pursued by Pasteur. I 
simply claimed to, and _ did, imitate 
the bogus hydrophobia produced by Dr. 
Liantard in the Riverdale case, and con- 
demned the creation of a bydrophobia scare 
based on immature observation. Hadit been my 
purpose to show the bearing of the experiments 
on Pasteur’s method the course suggested in 
your editorial would have been a proper one to 
pursue, only with the difference tnat I should 
select not 90 rabbits but 90 dogs. At the con- 
ciusion of my paper l embodied a citation from 
a leading medical journal cautioning against a 
too ready acceptation of Pasteur’s results, and 
the majority of those taking part in the discus- 
sion condemned Pasteur’s method or opposed the 
existence of hydrophobia. It is inthis way an er- 
roneous impression about my paper probably 
arose. Some of Pasteur’s conciusions have 
been already proved erroneous and acknowl- 
edged to beso. With regard to the others it is 
as well to be quite reserved in opinion just now. 
Andif we are to have Pasteur institutes here 
jet them be under the guardianship of those 
whose names carry weight in our profession.

FISHING ON THE BANKS. 

HAuiFax, Nova Scotia, June 14.—So far 
this season Nova Scotia vessels engaged in 
codfishing on the Banks have done remarkably 
well. Locke Port vessels have landed for the own- 
ers this season over 18,000 quintals, Cape Island 
vessels over 4,000, and Barrington vessels about 
2,000. A dispatch from Cape Island says: “ Most 
allthe vessels of this place and Barrington are 
in from the Banks with good fares. Few come 
undera thousand quintals. Fish are reportea 
guite plentiful on the grounds and of large 
size. Asfaras heard from other parts of the 
western shore more than average catches 
are reported. There are very light do- 
ings in mackerel round Cape Sable and 
westward. During’ the week about 80 
barrels were taken in traps. Small schools were 
schooling in the bay, but they generally keep 
from shore. At Duck Isiand absolutely nothing 
has been done, and the fishermen are taking up 
their twine. At John I-land three traps only 
got 150 barrels among them. The business is 
about being given up forthe season. An Amer- 
ican schooner yesterday was trying all day in 
the vicinity of Duck Island for mackerel. No 
seiners have appeared near the Cape for several 
days. Some are said to be lurking around har- 
bors to the eastward, but have not yet made any 
haul worth mentioning. It is the general opin- 
ion that the present state of things piaces them 
at great disadvantage, which they will not be 
able to stand another year."

= CISE BILL VETOED. 

GOV. HILL GIVES THE ‘‘ BOYS” A SQUARE 
BLOW BETWREN THE EYES AND 
SMASHES THE WHISKY COMBINATION. 

ALBANY, June 14.—The “ boys’ will be 
angry when they wake up to-morrow and learn 
that their combination with Tammany and the 

Irving contingent has been broken by the Gov- 

ernor. The labors of the genial Shook have 

been all in vain. Neither a Republican who is 

not a Grace Republican nor any other sort of a 

Republican will be appointed Excise Commis- 

sioner. Those friends of the ** boys’’ who are in 

the rum business must hereafter close up sharp- 
ly at 1o’clock and refrain from opening On the 

Sabbath, and take their chances with others in 

the same business, This may prove & little 

rough on John J. O’Brien, John E. Brodsky, 
and the other “defenders” of saloon keepers 
on the east side. In his veto of this Nooney 

Excise bill the Governor followed the example 

of the Police Board and of the Controller and 

recognized the Excise Board appointed by 

Mayor Grace. He intimates pretty plainly that 

the old Haughton board had better settle up 

and get out of business, else the Attorney- 


General may bring them to their senses. This is 
the language employed by the Governor in his 
veto, which foilows: 
STATE OF NEW-YORK, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, i 
ALBANY. June 15, 1836. 5 
Memorandum filed with Senate bill No. 241, entitled 
“Anact relating to the appointment of Commis. 
sioners of Excise tn che city of New-York.” Not 
appr. ved, 

This act provides that the President of the Board of 
Aldermen of the city of New-York shall appointa 
Board of Excise for that city to serve unti! the Spring 
of 1557. and that the terms of office of the present 
Commissioners shall terminate in ten days after the 
approval of thisact. lt turther provides that in April, 
1887, and every three years thereafter, the Mayor of 
said city shall appoint its Kxcise Commissioners, with- 
out confirmation by the Board of Aldermen. The 
theory of the bili seems to be that under existing law 
the Mayor cannot appoint Excise Commissioners with- 
out confirmation by the Board of Aldermen, but that 
he, having recentiy assumed so to do, and his ap. 
pointees having commenced to act, and the old Com- 
missioners of Kxcise not recognizing the validity of 
such appointment, und having refused to surrender 
their offices. and a#!so assuming to act, there exists a 
“muddle” in excise matters which is proposed to be 
settied by the provisions of this bill. 

lt is clear that the Legislature ought not to interfere 
to settle legal disputes between conflicting claimants 
to public office unless there is an absolute and pressing 
necessity for it. Legal disputes should be lett to be 
settled by the courts, except in rare cases where 
great public interests are involved, and where serious 
and doubtful questions bave arisen which cannot be 
speedily settied by judicial decision. Otherwise a bad 
precedent is created which would natur&ily invite ap- 
peals tothe Legislature whenever the validity of an 
appointment to office shou'd be questioned, even 
though it be upon the most_ siight' or 
trivial grounds. The question is here present- 
ed whether there is any serious legal difti- 
culty to be settled which requires the _ inter- 
vention of the Legisiature. 1 donot believe there is. 
I am clearly of the opinion that under the provisions 
of chapter 44 of the Laws of 1584 the Mayor had the 
right to appoint Excise Commissioners without con- 
lirmation. it is believed that such was the intention 
of thatact, and that the courts will so construe it, not- 
withstanding its defective or apparently restrictive 
title. She body of theact is plainend decisive. It de- 
clares that “all appointments’ which had theretofore 
been required to be made by the Mayor and 
confirmed by the Board of Aldermen “in the 
city of New-York” should thereafter be made 
by the Mayor without such confirmation. 

Kk xcise Commissioners had theretofore been appointed 
**in the city of New-York” by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the Noard of Aldermen, and the act clearly 
applied tosuch offices. It matters not whetber such 
otfices were created by the charter of New-York City 
or by a special law or by @ general act of the Legis- 
lature or whether they are to be regarded technically 
as State or city offices. ‘They were offices to be filled 
“in the oity of New-York” upon the nomination by the 
Mayor and confirmation by the Aldermen, and that is 
sufficient to bring them within the provisions of that 
act. ‘the intention of the act cannot be ignored, 
nor should it be controlied or limited by a title 
which. possibly, may not with strict or complete ac- 
curacy express the entire purpose of the bill. The 
body of the act should control the construction which 
should bexiveo to the measure. The ciroumstances 
under which the act was enacted may be tasen into 
consideration, as well asthe grounds which existed or 
were alleged to exist for depriving the Board of Alder- 
men of ail confirming power. There wus no reason 
why the Aldermen should have been deprived of a 
portion of their confirming power and not all of it, or 
why the office of Excise Commissioner should have 
been exceypied from # law applicabie to al: other ap- 
pointments. 

If this view of the law of 1884 is correct. of which I 
have never entertained any doubt, it follows that 
Mayor Grace had the right to appoint an Excise Board 
at tne time he did, and that it did not require confirma- 
tion. That board should not be displaced merely be- 
cause the old board chooses to dispute this view, and 
because the old Commissioners insist upon acting 
after their terms bave expired. 

Neither does the situation justify the legislature in 
interfering by providing for the temporary appoint- 
mont of a new board by the President of the Board of 
Aldermen. A controversy should not be assumed to 
be serious, nor should one be created where none 
really exists, simply for the purpose of affording a 
pretext for legislative interference, and to disviace 
reguiarly appointed officials whose paces are desired 
by other people. If my construction of the Jaw of 1854 
is the correct one, there are no important legal! difficul- 
ties to be overcome in this matter. and the appointees 
of the present Mayor are the legai officials, and 
entitied to serve out iheir full terms, and they 
should not be dcprived of their oftices by the 
arbitrary and unprecedented action of the Legislature 
upon the false pretense of the existence of a grave 
legal complication which imperils pubiic intereats, and 
which, in fact, has little foundation upon which to 
stand. It was, of course, unfortunate that the Mayor 
should have himself cast a doubt upon his right to 
make these appointments alone by first submitting the 
names of his appointees to the Board of Aldermen 
for confirmation. iis ill-advised or hasty action, 
however. could not change the law, and it having been 
quickly reversed it becomes now of little importance. 
‘the public are not estopped by reason of his action 
from insisting that the law of 1884 should be construed 
and enforced according to its true spirit.

No valid rea- 
son exists why the Mayor of New-York should not be 
permitted to nppoint Kxcise Commissioners. (he pill 
seems to beatemporary expedient, cunning y devised, 
to deprive the present Mayor of his prer gative to 
make such appoi:tments. The bill itself recognizes, 
to acertain extent, the propriety of such power being 
jodged in the chief executive officer of the city, by 
eden | that he shali till all vacancies which may 
occur in the very board authorized to be appointed by 
the President of the Bourd of Aldermen, and that 
future Mayors shal) make al! future appointments. 

The bill is simply a scheme devised by the Legisla- 
ture to decapitate certain Officials in order tempurari- 
ly to make room for others. I cannot become a party 
to any such questionable proceeding. ‘| he bill is with- 
out merit, and would furnish a bad precedent, whish 
would surely return to plague those who are now 
clamoring for its approval. 

W hat New-York City needs in this matter, as well as 
in most other matters to be affected by legislation, is 
to be let alone. rpecial legisiation in reference to its 
affuirs should be avoided whenever possibie. Had 
precedents should not be created, even if good resulis 
might temporar ly f llow. Its Mayor should be per- 
mitted to exercise the proper functions of his office, 
and temporary expedients should not be resorted to 
in order to cripple or curtail his just powers. Mayo es 
of cities should be permitted to appoint all Kxcise 
Commissioners ‘l'hey were permitted to do so under 
the original general excise act of 1870 in every city in 
the state, except the cities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn. There was never any reason why those cities 
should have been made an exception to the general 
rule. 

It is no reflection upon the present President of the 
Board of Aldermen when it is asserted that he ought 
not to exercise the powers proposed to be conferred by 
this bill. That he would appoint excellent ofticiais I 
have no doubt. He is a business man of Intelligence 
and character, and possesses the confidence ot the peo- 
ple of thecity of New-York, and would discharge the 
trust confided to him with honor and fidelity. But he 
was not elected {orany such purpose, and such ap- 
pointments belong of right and propriety to the Mayor. 

The act in question is mischievous 1n its tendencies 
and should never have been passed. No matter who 
occupies the Mayor’s chair, or to whatever party or 
faction he may belong, the ri, hts and prerogatives of 
his office should be protected from encroachment by 
legisiative interference, It follows from what has 
been previously stated that the terms of the old Ex- 
cise Commissioners expired on the appointment by the 
Mayor of their successors, and it is believed that, as 
good citizens, they should have quietly acquiesced and 
surrendered their offices. It is believed and hoped 
that they will do so now. 

Aside from these considerations there is no neces- 
sity forthe bill. The new board ts recognized as the 
legal board by all the city authorities, including tne 
police force, and is proceeding in the quiet and orderly 
discharge of its duties. The old boa. bas no author- 
ity in fact, and its ord+rs and licenses are not respected 
anywhere, and it maintains the mere semblance or 
shadow of opposition to the new board. If it shall 
still insist upon maintaining its existence, its legality 
can be quickly settied by & quo warranto proceeeding 
by the Attorney-General. 

‘The public interests do not require the enactinent of 
this unwarranted legislation, and | cannot consistently 
approve it. AVID B. HILL.

THE GREAT TARIFF SWINDLE, 





To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

What 1s a luxury? Of course we all 
agree that champagne or a bottle of Madeira 
costing $10, or diamonds, pearls, and an eighteen- 
thousand-dollar peachblow vase are luxuries, 
like many articles of that kind. But has 
ever anybody heard, thought, or dreamed that 
starch isa great luxury? Yet such 1s the fact 
according to our immaculate tariff !aws. The 
duty on common potato or corn starch, costing 
abroad about 24% cents a pound, is 2 cents a 
pound. In fact the equivalent is about 854g per 
cent., and as the price sometimes is lower in Eu- 
rope, we may assume that a round 100 per cent. 
on starch is about the average tax we put on 
this extreme luxury. Now, let me ask first, is 
there in this vast land a household that does not 
use starch? Again, I appeal to my readers 
whether it is not a necessity ? Well, then, in the 
name of all thatis honest and fair, in the name 
of common sense and justice, why does this 
great Government exact, press, and squeeze 
a tax of from 854% to 100 per cent. 
out of this most essential article of necessity? 
Of course, there is a ready answer; first, we must 
protect our infant industries, and second, no one 
grumbles about this exaction, or nobody feels 
it. In other words, the great swindle is so well 
diffused and spread over a population of 60,000,- 
000 peak, and I suppose owing to many thou- 
sand similar tariff swindles, that it is,as Mr. 
Toots would say, “of no consequence.” Yet it 
is of great consequence, hecause it is one of the 
many poisonous sores which keep the economic 
body sick and drooping. It is an outrage of the 
first water, and is a great tax on the people. In 
1880 this country produced starch valued at 
$7,477,742, and I may assume with some degree 
of plausibility that the present production 
amounts to $10,000,000, and that the peo- 

le pay the starch monopolists at leust 
33°500,000 to $4,000,000 annual tax for the 
luxury of using starch. Of course, it will be 
seen that an industry which produces $10,000,000 
worth of starchisno longer an infant. But, 
whut isso little known by our vast tax-ridden 
people is the fact that this infant starch industry 
actually exports over $300,000 worth of starch 
aonually. And where do our people suppose this 
American starch is chiefly exported to? Well, 
then, let me show alittle export curiosity. In 
1884 we exported 6,787,900 pounds of starch. 
Here are our chief customers: 
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Thus it will be seen that 60 per cent. of our 
export of starch goes to four European coun- 
tries. Whatasatire! We puta duty of 85 per 
cent. on sturch in orderto keep out the pauper 
labor productions of Europe, and we turn 
round and send our aristocratic labor-produced 
starch to Europe to compete with their pauper 
labor. But whet are the aristocratic wages 
paid in the starch factories? Just let me show 
them up. And first.I will remind my readers 
thatas I shall quote from the census year of 
1880 it should be understood that that being a 
year of great prosperity the wages were very 
high, And we may safely assume tuat the 
wages in 1886 are sume 15 to 20 per cent. lower. 
Well, then, in 1880, the starch industry of the 
country employed the following labor:

Or within $18,297 of thesum total actually paid. 
We are always, somehow, under the impression 
thut starcbmaking isan extremely unwholesome 
employment; anyhow itis not avery pleasant 
one. Yet, these were the aristocratic wages 
paid for this work in 1880, and perhaps much less 
now. And, on account of these aristcratic 
wages we tax our people 85 per cent., or some 
$4,000,000 annualiy. Is it a wonder that millions 
are made by these favored munopolists? Of 
course, since the death of poor Mr. Greeley, there 
is not an advocate of high protection left who 
either by witor argument has the snap to say 
anything in defense ot these baretaced tariff 
robberies. Now, had Mr. Greeley been alive, he 
would immediately have apswered somewhat in 
this style: 

“If starchmaking with a2 cents a pound protection 
on it is such a lucrative monopoly as this advocare of 
free trade pretends it ts, why don’t free traders fall to 
and manufacture starch? Can't we induce, persuade, 
compel, ur shame free traders into making starch? ” 

Alas, that familiar, invariable argument has 
been hushed these l4 years. Yet the monopoly 
exists all the same, Of course if new-comers 
should undertake to make starch the ex- 
isting rich and powerful starch monopo- 
lists would soon combine and crush the new 
aspirants out of existence. Nevertheless, I miss 
the wit and fun that the sharp pen of the great- 
est advocate of protection wielded. It only re- 
mains for me to show up the tariff swindle on 
sturch in its last state. Wedo actually import 
corn and potato starch from abroad. In 1884 we 
imported $41,165 worth of starch, on which we 
paid $32,584 duty, and in 1885 we imported $14,370 
worth of starch, on which we paid $12,297 duty, 
which clearly shows that the duty on starcn is 
kept on for the sole purpose of taxution, and as 
I before have shown some $3,500,0W0 to $4,0UU,U0U 
goes annually intothe pockets of the sturch 
monopolists.

ONE UMBRELLA ENOUGH FOR

But the Stock Exchange declined to consider 
these modest opinions of these gentlemen and 
yesterday wasa great day in Wall-street, with 
Banker Isidor and Speculator Samuel the 
centre of continual glorification.

“Mr. Wormser is annoyed by all this jubila- 
tion,” said one uf that brave gentleman’s friends, 
“he’s worth a million in cold cash, and of course 
he doesn’t think it’s dignified to figure in this 
public way. He’d rather have lost a whole trade 
doliar than have had this thing happen.” 

Mr. Lavanbure was not regretful, however, to 
that extravagant extent. ‘* We Texans,” quoth 
he blandly across his lunch table, * we Texans 
are used to war: we don’t think anything of 
killing our man now and then, but these howl- 
ing Wall-street messenger boys ought to be 
kicked in one straight streak from here to 
Harlem. The little villains bave been calling 
me Jobn L. Sullivan this whole day through till 
I’m getting angry; too much glory’s tiresome.” 

It was 1 o’clock when Mr. Lavanburg vent- 
ured first upon the floors of the Stock Exchange, 
choosing, by asingular coincidence, the precise 
moment that his arch enemy Wormser en- 
tered by an opposite door. And this was just 
what all the morning the 500 brokers on 
*Change had been waiting for. Mr. Lavanbure 
was edging in on the off side of the Lake Shore 
pool, and Mr. Wormser with equal modesty was 
quietly insinuating his 220 pounds avoirdupois 
into the depths of the Lackawanna crowa, when 
suddenly something like a thunderstorm ona 
bender gunloosed itself and two good citizens 
went spinning up and down the room like leaves 
ina lively gale. Mr. Lavanburg seemed to think 
it was fun, but Mr. Wormser looked exceedingly 
pained by the wicked familiarities, but there was 
no use of opposition—no chance for dignity. 
Five hundred brokers were bappy, and they dii 
not propose that anything should interfere with 
their tempestuous joy. They howled and they 
sang,they hurrahed and they smashed a hun- 
dred hats; they danced and they acted generally 
like an enthusiastic lunatic asylum. Poor 
Wormser! Poor Lavanburg! If they had been 
on a diet of green apples for a fortnight, deeper 
signs of anguish could not have adorned their 
classio countenances. How the whole thing 
was going toend wasariddie that was playing 
smash with their feelings. They learned quick- 
ly. The brokers changed tactics all of a sudden. 
They didn’t quit their howling nor cease skim- 
ming hats across the room for their victims to 
dodge. They formed a ring, clasped hands ami- 
ably, and with Speculator Samuel and Banker 
Isidor in the centre they went whirling around 
to the tuneful chant: 

* His heart was true to Sam.

This was for Banker Isidor. But Speculator 
Samuel wasn’t ignored; he learned through 
three or four or half adozen gory verses that 
he ‘*‘gets there allthe same.” Mr. Lavanburg’s 
original mirth was ebbed all away, and Mr. 
Wormser’s gaze was fixedin a meditative, melan- 
choly way upon a distant door, when the circle 
of brokers began to close in upon the umbrella 
champions.

THE NEW GERMAN STEAMER. 

The new North German Lloyd steamer 
Trave arrived at this port yesterday with 57 
cabin passengers, among whom were Dr. Harold 
Williams and the Rev. Joseph Englebert Struif. 
The new steamer is 455 feet long, 48 feet broad, 
36 feet 3 inches in depth, 5,500 tons burden, and of 
8,000-horse power. She has accommodations for 
224 tirst class, 94 second cass, and 850 third class 
passengers. Her officers and crew number 170. 
The saloon Is an exceedingly handsome one. It is 
50 feet long ana 46 feet wide. The light is admit- 
ted through an open well from the ladies’ saloon 


on the upper deck, with a large cupola skylight 
above, extending up throuxgn the promenade 
deck. The best decorative artists in Germany 
were employed on the interior fittings and orna- 
ments of the first cabin saloon, the ladies’ cabin, 
and the forward smoking room. The sides of the 
first cabin dining saloon are divided into cozy 
little alcoves and corners by projecting parti- 
t ons, affording to smal! parties ail the comforts 
of private dining rooms. Rich hangings and 
portiéres of Venetian blue velvet and brocade 
veil these niches from the rest of the’saloon. 

The woodwork of the apartment is of walnut 
with gilt trimmings. The hanging are of biue 
silk velvet, and the floor of the saloon is cov- 
ered with soft carpets. Fine paintings by Mu- 
nich artists decorate the well leading up to the 
skylight. The chief pictures represent the four 
perio of the day by allegorical tema’'e figures. 

{forning rises above the dawn and scatters blos- 

soms: Noon gleams in golden rays on the blue 
backyround of the sky; Evening sinks io soft 
shadows, and Night gathers sleeping children in 
her veil. The ladies’ cabin surrounds the well 
trom saloon to skylight, and is furnished in biue 
plush and velvet. There are two smoking rooms, 
with walnut woodwork and tapestry of Japan- 
ese stamped leather. 
_ There is a second class dining room on the 
main deck aft, and this is also lighted by an open 
well from the ladies’ room on the upper deck, 
with a largeskylightabove. There is a smoking 
room for secon! class passengers abaft the 
engine room. There is a promenade deck 200 
feet long amidships intended for the exclusive 
use of the first-class passengers. The steerage 
passengers are accommodated on the lower deck. 
Special attention has been paid to the ventila- 
tion of the ship, which has been found to be ex- 
cellent. Sheis amply provided with steel life- 
boats and a lurge number of rafts. She 
carries four pole masts of steel, with 
yards on the toremasts. Her engines and 
those of her sister ship, the Aller, are the largest 
triple expansion engines that have yet been con- 
structed, and her machinery presents several 
novel features. The high-pressure cylinder is 44 
inches in diameter, the intermediate 70 inches, 
and the low pressure 108 inches. The reversing 
of the engines is effected by steam and hydraulic 
reversing engines. The feed and bilge pumps 
are worked by -eparate engines. The propeller 
has four blades of manganese bronze, now gen- 
erally adopted by the company forits steamers. 
The Trave contains 33 independent steam en- 
gines for running the screw. the pumps, ventil- 
ating apparatus, electric lights, wash pumps, 
feed pumps, to work the throttle valve, reverse 
the engines, turn the engines in port, and for 
other purposes. 

The compartment bulkheads are closed with 
watertight steel and iron doors, so arranged 
that they will cut through any obstacle, such as 
coal or wood, that may obstruct their closing. 
The doors are opened and shut from the deck, 
and an indicator on deck shows the officers 
whether they ure closed or open. Before the 
steamer was launched each compartment was 
pumped full of water separately, and the buik- 
heads stood the strain perfectly. The Trave is 
commanded by Capt. Willigerod, one of the 
veteran Captains of the North German Lloyd. 





REST FOR THE CHILDREN. 

The Trustees of the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety announce that, after 10 years in cramped 
quarters, they will open early this month their 
new and commodious buildings situated a half- 
mile west of Culver’s railroad station, between 
Surf-avenue and the ocean, Coney Island. The 
new home will accommodate 600 children and 
their mothers, and sleeping apartments have 
been already provided for 300. The cost per 
week for each child is less than $2. One hundred 
dollars will give 60 children a week at the home. 
The institution receives, regardless of faith or 
nationality, the children of thuse parents who 
cannot afford to give their little ones a vacation. 





MEXICAN SMUGGLERS CAPTURED. 

Eu Paso, Texas, June 14.—The Collector 
of Customs for this district has received infor- 
mation of an important capture made yesterday 
near Deming, New-Mexico. A band of Mex- 
ican smuggiers was overhauled and surrounded. 
They bad a dozen pack mules ioaded with goods 
and were driving a large herd of horses and 
cattle, all of which nad been smuggled across by 


a circuitousroute. Five Mexicans were arrest- 
ed and lodged in jail.

AtTcHIson, Kan., June 14.—Thirty-two 
Kansas counties, electing 145 delegates to the 
Republican State Convention, have already held 
meetings. Of these all except five bave instruct- 
eda their delegates to favor the renomination 
of Gov.

AN UNEXPECTED WITNESS 


THE DISPUTED TEN .YEARS IN 
PROF, DARLING'S LIFE. 
A SISTER-IN-LAW OF THE CONVICT WILL- 
IAM DARLING STRAYS INTO COURT 
TO DISMAY THE CONTESTANTS, 

When the Darling will case was called, 
st noon yesterday, in the Surrogate’s Court, 
the vivacious Mrs. Delacroix was absent, but 
Mrs. Lefferts haa a chair to the right of Sur- 
rogate Rollins, where she kept her eyes on ber 
knitting and her ears open for every word of 
testimony. Albert L. Babcock, clerk of the 
Sing Sing Prison for the past eight years, testi- 
fied that the original record of the discharge of 
William Darling could not be found, as the 
records of 1853, among those of other years, had 
been consumed by fire. 

Mrs. Helen Stone, a woman with a great 
memory for everything except dates, was then 
recalled. She testified that she had seen Wi.liam 
-Darling in Albany and bad heard that he was 
studying medicine with Dr. Vanolinder, With- 
out going into earlier details she said that she 
had seen him two weeks before his arrest in 
1852, while he was seeing some friends off on a 
steambuat. The next time she saw him was be- 
tween 1866 and 1867, (the date of Prof. Darling's 
return from Europe,) in front of the St. Nicho- 
las Hotel. She did not bow or speak to him, be- 
cause she loathed him, but she saw that there 
was a mutual recognition, and that he was 





ready to return a salutation if she made 
one. She was certain that he was the 
father of Mrs. Lefferts, and sbe _ par- 
ticularly remembered his dark eyes and 


prominent nose and mouth. Although not 
fashionably dressed, he had notthe appearance 
of a boorish or ill-educated man. Being shown 
a photograph of Prof. Darling, taken in 1883 and 
inscribed with his autograph, she recognized it 
as the manshe knew. She had heard that he had 
been sent to Sing Sing and also that he nad not 


staid there long, for her brother and two friends 
went to Sing Sing four or five years after the 
conviction and were told be was not there, They 
would have made it hot for Darling if théy nad 
found him. On the recross-examination by 
Lawyer Boyd she said she had heard Mrs, Lefferts 
speak of her father as a physician. 

Stephen Haig, the aged and infirm friend of 
Prof. Darling, being recalled, testified that he 
bad known Prof. Darling ever since he him- 
self had come to this country, in 1834. He re- 
membered the painting which the Professor had 
given to Mrs. Haig and which he had asked for in 
1883 and had given in exchange the photograph 

reviously exhibited. He knew the members of 

arling’s family in Scotland; kuew that he bad 
a sister Mary, who he thought. had died 
without marriage, and brothers James aud 
Andrew. He saw Prof. Darling frequently, but 
could not remember a special instance around 
the years 1852 and 1854, when Prof. Darling was 
stationed at the Quarantine. He knew that he 
bad returned trom Europe after a 10 years’ ab- 
pence 1n 1866 or 1867. 

Dr. O’Brien, also recalled, gave in evicence two 
letters which he had received in 1857 from Prof. 
Darling, then abroad. Heknew him in 1851, 1852, 
and 1853, but didn’t remember him distinctly 
while at Quarantine. 

Dr. Oscar T. Sherman, of No. 392 Greene-street, 
clerk of the Medical School ot the New-York 
University, testitied that Prof. Draper, Valen- 
tine Mott, and Martin Page had received letters 
from Dr. Darling while abroad, because these 
had passed through his hands. He was assistant 
clerk in 1857. He remembered his return in the 
Summer of 1866, because Prof. Draper bad sent 
him down tothe steamerto meet him, and he 
had found him in the act of drawing a patient’s 
tooth. Prof. Van Buren had resigned, and Dr. 
Darling tad been elected Professor of Anatomy 
by the Faculty. 

It was at this time that the provonents of the 
will produced a witness who had walked into 
their hauds like a delivering angel. Just before 
the court had opened a woman dressed in deep 
mourning appeared at the Surrogate’s office and 
said she knew something about the Darling case. 
She was seot up stairs to Clerk of the Court Mc- 
Intyre, whom sbe asked for Mrs. Devereux, 
meaning Mrs. De'acroix. He promptly present- 
ed her to Luwyer Boyd, and they adjourned to 
the private room. When the above testimony 
was completed Mr. Boyd placed her on the 
stand, and her words were a succession of bomb- 
shells to the astonisbed contestants of Prof. Dar- 
ling’s will. She was a woman of remarkable 
strength of features, and her story was toldina 
calm, clear tone. 

**My name is Mrs. Maria Rodgers,” she said. 
“T reside at No. 30344 Twelfth-street, Brooklyn, 
with my daughter. [have been married three 
times. Twelve years agoI married Mr. Rodgers, 
who died two years since. Previous to that, in 
1866, I married Capt. Nathan Darling, who died 
in 1868." Mrs. Rodgers then exhibited the com- 
mission of her husband in the regular army. 
The Second Lieutenancy in 1826 was signed by 
Anirew Jackson, the First Lieutenancy in 1838 
by Van Buren, and the Captaincy in 1842 by 
Tyler. She had paid no attention to the case, 
aod had never read of it in the pewspapers until 
Sunday afternoon, when she came across her 
former husband's namein one of the morning 
journals. Looking cioser, she saw that one of 
the illustrations, marked ** Policeman Dariing,’’ 
had some of the features of her husbana’s face, 
but was most like his brother, William Darling. 
After reading tne story she came to the concilu- 
sion that she could show that William Darling 
and Prof. William Dariing were distinct persons 
and that it was ber duty to attend the trial. 

She testified that she had met Capt. Darling 
when she was living in Thirty-fourth-street, in 
this city. About eight months after their mar- 
riage Mrs. Thrall, his sister, had come to the 
house, and after that came frequently, and was 
present at her husband’s death in 1868. He had 
also mentioned a brother, William Darling, 
whose lack of education was a great source of 
pain to him, particularly when he was in charge 
of the transfer of the body of Gen. Worth, in 
1849, when he found his brother a deckhand on 
the boat in which hetraveled. In 1867, for the 
first and only time, she had seen William Dar- 
ling. He came to call, and appeared a boor- 
ish and illiterate man, an ordinary boatman. 
She knew that he had married a young wife 
and had a daughter several years old. He was 
going South on a boat and promised to send ber 


busband some Southern fruits. She understood‘ 


that he had been living in Tenth-avenue. Mrs. 
Thrall and William were the only living brother 
and sister of Capt. Dariing, but ne had also men- 
tioned a niece, a Mrs. Lefferts, whom she had 
never seen. She had heard from Mrs, Thrall that 
William Darling had been in prison, and she 
said that they didn’t think much of him. Capt. 
Darling had had a country seat in Rhinebeck, 
but bad sold it two years before marriace. 
Being shown the photograph of Prof. William 
Darling, she said that her brother-in-law, Will- 
jam Darling, looked nothing like it; the one was 
the face of a mun of talent, the other was coarse 
and ill-featured. 

The elder Lawyer Knowles baving returned at 
this point, burst into a could perspiration as he 
cross-examined the witness who confronted 
him. In vain he tried to find some fiaw in the 
suspicjous arrival of the witness, who asked for 
Mrs. Delacroix, and not for her niece, Mrs. Let- 
ferts, who was tense with excitement over the 
news, and put her embroidery entirely aside. 
But Mrs. Rodgers calmly replied that she kad 
come to the conclusion that Mrs. Delacroix was 
in the right, and she thought it was her duty to 
help her. Mr. Knowles reviewed every point of 
her testimony, and dipped into her private life 
until Surrogate Rollins at length restrained him. 

“ Weil, Pll admit this is a surprise party,” he 
exclaimed as he withdrew and his Honor ad- 
journed the preceedings for the Gay. Lawyer 
Boyd, on the other hand, wore the comfort- 
able smile of trium;h. Mrs. Lefferts, however, 
had lost herconfidence. She attacked her law- 
yers.. ** You never have looked after this case,” 
she cried. “I’m going to Mr. Loriliard and get 
some new ones. Yes, I will. So I will,” she 
ended musingly.

Marie Aimée made her first ap- 
pearance in the District Attorney’s office yester- 
day. She was accompanied by an interpreter, 
whose services were not required. She intro- 
duced herself to Private Secretary Penney, who 
introduced her to District Attorney Martine. 


She was charmed by her reception. It pecame 
noised about that Mile. Aimee was in consulta- 
tion with thechief of the office. As-istant Dis- 
trict Attorney De Lancey Nicoll and Col. John 
R. Fellows at once procured »uttonhole bou- 
quetsand announced that they had important 
business with Mr. Martine. Then they strode 
majestically into his office and beamed upon the 
Frenchwoman. She retarned their smiles with 
i: terest, but seemed more interested in Mr. Mar- 
tine than any one else. She begged the District 
Attorney to permit her to withdraw her com- 
plaint against Mme. Brunelle, her landlady, 
whom she had accused of stealing her two-hun- 
dred-dollar -ealskin dolman.

WIDENER AND BIS FRIENDS NOW DIREOCT= 
ORS OF THE SEVENTH-AVENUE ROAD, 

In accordance with tho plans of the 
Philadelphia syndicate, which have been fully 
set forth in THe Times, the Broadway and Sev- 
enth-Avenue Railroad Company and its lawsuits 
yesterday passed into its control. This was done 
at the annual meeting of the company, held at 
its office, at Broadway and Fiftieth-street. The 
ole Board of Directors, with the exception of 
John H. Murphy and John J. Bradley, were 
dropped and the following board was elected in 
its place: Charles Banks, William B. Dinsmore, 
Bernard M, Ewing, John H. Murphy, Thomas J. 
O’Donohue, Thomas F. Ryan, John J. Bradley, 
Charles F. Frothingham, Sol Mehrbach, Dr. W, 


H. Rockwell, and Henry Thompson, of this city, 
and William L. Elkins, and Peter A. B. Widener, 
of Philadelphia. T..ese gentlemen received all 





of the 7,882 votes cast at the election, as did C. E. 
Warren, John O’Keete, and E. J. Matthews, who 
were elected Inspect rs of Election. Ata subse- | 
quent meeting of the Board ot Directors Henry | 
Thompson was elected President and Thomas F, 
Ryan Secretary und Treasurer. These gentle- 
men now hold similar offices in the Metropolitan 
tullway Company, to which company the Board 
of Aldermen recently granted the right to lay 
many miles of track through the cross streets of 
the city in what is known asthe “gridiron sys- 
tem. 

Of the new board, Chnaries F. Frothingham is 
the broker who brought the suit for an ac- 
counting on behalf of the Elkins-W idener syn- ‘ 
dicate; Henry Thompson and Thomas F. Ryan, 
who have been active in forwarding the syndi- 
cate’s interests, the latter baving also fizured 


being at onetime an officer of that company, 
So! Mehrbach is the horse dealer who sup- 
plies various railroad cowupanies with horses, 
and he represents the interests of the 
stockholders, who by affiliating with the 
Philadelphia syndicate finally gave _ to 
them the votes necessary to secure 
the control of affairs. He is an hig, Hall 
politician, and naturally works with Messrs. 
Ryan and O'’Donohue, the lattera brother of 
Joseph J. O’Donohue, who are Tammany men. 
Mr. Ewing is a dry goods merchant at No. 240 
Church-street. William B. Dinsmore is the 
President of the Adams Express Company. The 
remainder of the board are capitalists who have 
faith in the Philadelphia schemers and their 
scheme. All the Directors were present at the 
election of officers except Messrs. Dinsmore and 
Banks. So also was Elihu Root, the counsel for 
the new Board of Managers. 

James W. Foshay, the retiring President of 
the company, has served in that position tor 15 
consecutive years, and Thomas B. Kerr has been 
Secretary and Treasurer of the company ever 
since its organization in 1863. Jacob Sharp, 
who retires from the Board of Directors, has 
been identified with the company since its or- 
ganization. No report was made by the retir- 
ing officers either to the stockholders or the 
newly elected Board of Directors. 

Receiver John O’Brien, of the Broadway 
Surface Railroad, said yesterday that he had no 
acquaintance with the newly elected officers of 
the road,and had no understanding with them 
or their counsel relative to a friendly suit 
to be brought for the settlement of the legal 
matters in dispute, thoueb he hoped some such 
arrangement might be effected. Mr. Root, 
counsel for the new Board of Directors, said no 
plan had yet been formulated regarding the 
payment of the forty-thousand-dollar rental 
due to the city or the Receiver for the use of 
the Broadway Surface Road’s tracks. What the 
future action of the new management would be 
he declined to say. 

Receiver O’Brien said yesterday that he did 
not know why the suit for an injunction against 
the city authorities at Kingston on Saturday 
was brought. He had nothing to do with the 
proceedings which were instituted by the order 
of the Attorney-General. Corporation Counsel 
Lacombe, being asked as to a reason for those 
proceedings, said he was greatly surprised at this 
action because on Friday Jast he had a long con- 
ference with the Deputy Attorney-General, in 
which the theory of the suit brought by the city 
was fully explained. He did not suppose that 
such action on the part of the city authori- 
ties could interfere with the Attorney-Gen- 
era!l’s proceedings, although, of course, it 
might reduce the amount of the Receiver's 
commissiois. “It would also seem wiser,’ he 
concluded, “*totry the difficult and intricate 
questions raised in this Broadway matter before 
the courts of this city in one or more regular 
actions at law or suits in eauity, where a well 
settled proceaure will secure an orderly and 
final disposition of such questions, rather than 
to undertake theirsettlement in a unique and 
anomalous proceeding to which there is only one 
party. whicb is not regulated by any well estab- 
lished practice, and which is conducted before a 
Judge sitting 100 miles away.”

A YEAR ON THE BRIDGE. 
At the annual meeting of the Trustees 
of the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge yester- 
day James Howell was unanimously re-elected 


President and J. Adriance Bush Vice-President. 
Said Mr. Howell, in accepting the position, * [ 
have endeavored to make the bridge a success. 
I believe that very soon the receipts will amount 
to $3,000 a day. The average receipts tor May, 
1885, were exceeded by those of May, 1886, by 
$490 per day. To accomplish the result I have 
alluded to we shall require to expend about 
$150,000. We have got to build a new engine 
house, the New-York extension will cost about 
$25,000, the extension oft the platforms and stair- 
ways will cost between $10, and $15,000, the 
extension on the Brooklyn side will cost about 
$25,000, After that there will be nothing more 
on for the bridge for three or four years.” 

be annual report of the Treasurer siiowed 
that the g oss receipts from traffic in the year 
ending May 30, 1886, were $680,466 87, of which 
$18,777 37 came from the promenade, $60,728 45 
from the Carriageways, and $600,961 05 from the 
railroad. The receipts for 183, the first year of 
the bridge’s existence, were $402,938 and for 
1884 $565,344 46. The number of passengers using 
the promenade and railroad duriag the year was 
25.082,587, the promenade being patronized by 
8,239,337; the railroad by 21,843,250. ‘The cost of 
muintenance of the bridge during the year 
amounted to $550,601 43; $100,000 was paid to the 
city of Brooklyn on Aug. 13 and $80,000 on Dec. 
21; $50,000 was paid tothe city of New-York on 
Aug. 13 and $40,000 on Dec. 21. The total dis- 
bursements during the year were $820,601 43. On 
June 1 the cash on hand amounted to $92,584 33. 


WAITING FOR ADVICE. 
The Harlem River Bridge Commission- 
ers are awaiting reports from their engineer and 
counsel, and are not likely to hold another meet- 


ing until Wednesday or Thursday. It is ex- 
pected that at the next meeting the question 
will be considered of awarding the contract to 
one of these three companies: The Passaic Roll- 
ing Mill Company, the Union Bridge Company 
of Athens, Penn., and the New-Jersey Steel and 
Iron Company. Each of these companies bas 
= in a bid for the entire construction of the 
“ridge. The Passaic Rolling Mills’ bid is for 
$2,055,000, the Union Bridge Com pany’s $2,058,000, 
and the New-Jersey Steel and Iron Company’s

MR. WILLIAMS'’S BONDS, 


DRUGGIST GEORGE INNIS UNDER A CHARGE 
OF GRAND LARCENY. 


Fortwo hours yesterday afternoon ah 
old man sat within the railing at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court nursing one knee and then 
the other. He was dressed in broadcloth, and his 
face and hair recalled photographs of Liszt. 
The petty cases that came before the court drew 
from bim not the slightest expression of inter- 
est. When Justice Patterson had cleared the 
dotéket he went out, leavingthe old man sitting 
there still nursing his knee. This Occupation 
had pulled his trousers nearly to the topof his 
long boots. When the Justice had been gone a 
few minutes aclerk spoke to J. Adriance Bush, 


who had come in and taken a chair near the 
strange looking sitter. Mr. Bush in turn spoke 
to the old man and they left the court together, 
They had been waiting for Justice White, who 
had promised to meet them at 2 o’clock. He

Justice White had agreed to hear what both 
sides might have ‘osay to acharge:ot grand 
larceny brought by William 8. Williams, of No. 
105 Ea-t Eishteenth-street, against George Innis, 
the head of the firm of Innis & Co,, formerly 
Gifford, Sherman & Innis, whoiesale druggists 
on William-street. The old man in court was 
Mr. Innis. Besides being at the head of the firm 
of druggists for 47 years, he served the people of 
Poughkeepsie as Mayor. They thought he 
served them well and elected him twice more, 
so that he was six years in their service. He 
was a friend of Matthew Vassar and by him 
made a Trustee of Vassar College. An appear- 
ance in court to answer a Charge of larceny was 
plainly a new experience, but he bore it patient- 
ly and showed nervousness only in the way he 
nursed bis knees. 

The story as told by Mr. Williams in the com- 
Dluint is that on Feb. 16, 1884, he placed in Mr. 
Innis’s bands three one-thou-and-dollar bonds 
of the Louisviile and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany, New-Orieans and Mobile Divisicn. Often 
afterward he tried to get the bonds back, but 
without success. He heard at last that about 
Nov. 15, 1884, Mr. Innis disposed of these bonds, 
converting the proceeds to his own use. This 
was the basis of the charge of grand larceny. 
When Mr. Williams made the complaint he told 
much more, The amount he intrusted to Mr. 
Innis, he said, was $50,000 in bonds, They were 
merely a ioan for purposes not explained, save 
that they were not to be used by Mr. Innis. Fail- 
ing to get them back when he thought he ought 
to have them, Mr. Williams brought suit, securing 
judgment forthe fullamount. Upon this judg- 
ment Mr. Innis spent one Sunday in Ludlow- 
Street Jail. The three bonds said to have been 
converted into cash are alleged to have pa-sed 
through the house of Brown Brothers. The 
original suit was brought under the impres- 
siov, on Mr. Williams’s part, that bis only remedy 
lay in a civil process. Having been informed 
that the offense was criminal, he lodged a skele- 
ton complaint with Justice White. Lawyer 
Bush at once became surety for Mr. Innis’s ap- 
pearance, thus saving him the annoyance of an 
arrest and bonds. Mr. Innis would say nothing 
yesterday about his defense, except that it 
would prove the charge unfounded and clear 
away all imputations upon hischaracter. Jus- 
tice White has set to-morrow afternoon fora 
hearing. 





AFRICAN METHODIST CHURCH.

A SUNDAY SCHOOL OFFICER CRITICISED BY 
THE NEW-YORK CONFERENCE, 

At the opening of yesterday’s session of 
the New-York Conference of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church the following telegram 
was sent to Prof. Taylor, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools of Vincennes, Ind.: 

The New-York Annual Conference of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, now in session, commend 
you forthe bold stand you have taken in behalf of 
equal rights in the case of Miss Brewer. God biess 
you.

The Committee on Church Literature made its 
report in the morning. It congratulated the 
Conference and the church in general on the ex- 
cellent quality of its literature. while it de- 
plored the lack of support of literary enter- 
prises. The Committee on Divorce reported 
that the only cause for divorce should be 
adultery. The report was received. Final ac- 


tion will be taken upon it to-day. Resolutions 
reviewing the history of negro emancipation in 
the United States, and expressing sympathy 
with the movement forthe gradual emancipa- 
tion of the slavesin Brazil, were unanimously 
adopted. The resolutions will be translated into 
French, and an engrossed copy forwarded to the 
Emperor of Brazil. 

The Sunday school report caused considerable 
discussion concerning the conduct of the Rev. 
Dr. C. S. Smith, bead of the Sunday School 
Union of the church. It was charged that Dr. 
Smith, without any warrant, bad planted the 
publication office of the (hild’s Recorder in 
Nashville, had failed to notify members of the 
Sunday School Board of thetime of meetinys, 
and had carried things generaliy in a high-hand- 
ed manuer. The Rev. Dr. Derrick said that 
while Dr. Smith was a strong man intellectually, 
he was far from being orthodox; that he had 
several times shown decided tendencies to Cal- 
vinism, and that it was unsafe to allow such a 
man to conduct children's publications. Bishop 
Campbell said that while someof Dr. Smith's 
proce:dings were certainly unwarranted, he 
thought it would be better to leave him to the 
tender mercies of the General Conference, which 
convenes two years hence. 

It was voted to contribute $200 each to the 
Mount Horeb (New-York) and Fleet-Street

SUING FOR THEIR PAY.

OF CONTRACTORS ON 
MEXICAN RAILWAYS. 

Robert D. Hunter, Joseph B. Sampsell, 
and C, W. Wells, of the firm of Hunter, Samp- 
sell & Wells, contractors, are trying to recover 
$169,628 02 on contracts made with the Interna- 
tional Construction Company, an organization 
that built many miles of the Gould system of 
railroads in the Southwest. Gen. Thomas Ewing 
made the first effort for the firm, as their law- 
yer, in the United Statee Circuit Court, before 


Judge Wheeler anda jury, yesterday. In 1881 the 
contractors made an agreement with the defend- 
ant corporation to clear land and grade for 
&@ railroad from Nueva Laredo down into Mex- 
ico. They went to work and carried out the 
contract, but not in the time specified, owing to 
delays on the part of the International Construc- 
tion Company arising from troubles over the 
concessions trom the Mexican Government and 
other causes. 

The contractors were put to great expense on 
account of these delays, and Mr. Sampsell came 
to New-York to get money and settle up 
the firm’s affairs with the company. Not 
having success he finally offered to waive 
his claims, owing to delays, tor a time, 
providing hesbouldbe given the contract to 
vee on the road a hundred miles further, to 

ictoria, for the Southwest Construction Com- 
pany, of which George J. Gould was President. 
This was agreed upon, as it was thought best by 
the defendant company to ally with the South- 
west Company, in which Gen.Grant was interest- 
ed, it being thought that en could be raise i 
in Europe to push on the railroads and open 
up Mexico. The contractors went on with 
their work, but the financiers did not have 
much luck abroad in raising the money, and as 
& consequence the contractors did not get their 
pay. So thesuit was brought. Gen. Thomas 
Ewing tolda long story of the affairs of the 
companies to the jury in his opening and in the 
midst of an eloquent period addressed them as 
** Fellow-citizens,”’ which made everyone in the 
court room laugh and Judge Wheeler smile. The 
case Will go on to-day. 





TROUBLES THE 








PROTECTING GAS CONSUMERS. 





THE MOVEMENT WHICH HAS BEEN BEGUN 
TO BREAK UP THE MONOPOLY. 

The movement of the Gas Consumers’ 
Association, calling upon the Attorney-General 
to institute proceedings on the part of the peo- 
ple against the Consolidated Gas Company,is go- 
ing to be pushed actively. Gen. Henry E. Tre- 
main, one of the counsel for the association, 
said. yesterday that there was no adequate 
method, except through the Attorney-General, 


by which the people could invoke judicial 
scrutiny of the pubiic wronys and the violations 
of law that have teen exposed. The testimony 
given before the Senate committee wiicn in- 
vestigated gas affairs is looked upon by the asso- 
clation as establishing the facts in the case, 
while existing laws are consicered as covering 
everything, 

Another gentleman interested in the suit said 
that the stockholders of the Consolidated Gas 
Company had been under the impression that 
the reduction in the rate would augment the 
consumption. Analysis of the accounts or the 
companies showed that in 1879, when gas was 
selling tur 75 cents, the increase was only normal 
over the preceding year—namely, 7 per cent. 
The increase has now to be shared by three com- 
panies. A consumption of nbout 4,200,000,000 feet 
is to be divided among the Consolidated,the Equi- 
table, and the Mutual Companies. By the in- 
crease of plant in the two last companies the 
sales of the Consolidated would be reduced to 
abcut 3,500,900,000 teet, upon which it would 
make a profit of 20 cents, or a net earning of 
$750,000. This upon a capital of $35,200,000 would 
give the stockholders a dividend of only 2 per 
per cent. for the coming year. The loss of net 
income by the reduction of tbe rate is about 
$3,500,000, while the consolidation was made on 
the basis of the old rate. The stockholders’ only 
hope would be to reorganize with a capitaliza- 
— about $18,000,000 for the consvlidated 
stock. 

Stockholders of the Consolidated Company 
declined to talk about the situation.
